MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


(DELIVERED JANUARY 7, 1901.) 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


In accordance with an established custom it is my pleasure 
to bring before you at this time such matters relating to the 
welfare of the city and to make such comments and suggestions 
for your consideration as may be of interest to you, and the 
inhabitants of the city. 

I desire to take this the first opportunity to express my 
gratitude to my fellow citizens for the honor of a re-election to 
the highest office within their gift. 

I also wish to express my thanks to the retiring city coun- 
cil for their uniform courtesy and assistance during the past 
year. Harmony has prevailed and I believe the record will 
show that their labors and efforts have been directed entirely 
toward the public good. 

You, gentlemen, are starting in upon a year of service 
which will require much labor and many sacrifices on your part, 
for a compensation consisting onlv of the plaudits of vour con- 
stituents. 

None are perfect—all make mistakes. The only safe rule 
tc follow is to satisfy your own conscience. If this ‘s your 
aim, constantly kept in view, I have little fear for the result.

In addition to the foregoing debt there are outstanding 
notes given in anticipation of taxes, $75,000, which is much 
more than provided for in taxes uncollected. 

The increase in the water debt was caused by the settle- 
ment of the Mill Brook claims, and that of the sewer debt bv 
the purchase of land for sewage disposal. 

The debt of $780,000 on January 1, 1900, differs trom the 
amount in my statement of last year, owing to certain trans- 
actions made and charged in account of 1899, after my report 
was submitted. 

The net valuation of the city for the year 1900, is $15,160,- 
270, an increase of $279,808 over last year. Valuation of city 
property, $1,700,000. 


UNCOLLECTED TAXES. 


The attention of the city council of 1900 was called to this 
subject, and my prediction made then, has been more than 
verified. 

For the purpose of comparison, I submit the, fcllowing 
siatement based upon the conditions of December 1, 19c0, and 
December 1, 1899. 

To find the amount uncollected I subtract from the amount 
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oi the warrant the sum paid over to the treasurer. This does 
not give the true amount, because the collector is entitled to 
credit for the amounts allowed as discount and abatements. I 
presume that these amounts do not differ materially in the two 
years under comparison. 


Uncollected taxes, Dec. 1, 1900, $96,870 
Uncollected taxes, Dec. 1, 1899, 76,000 
Increase, $20,870 
Of taxes more than one year past due :— 
Uncollected Dec. 1, 1900, $30,583 
Uncollected Dec. 1, 1899, 25,800 
Increase, — $4,783 


The collector of taxes has given a bond to the cit» for the 
faithful performance of his dutv, of which the collection of 
taxes is the principal part. Are not his bondsmen liable under 
their bond for his neglect? He has sufficient authority under 
the law to collect every cent of the taxes committed to him 
without leaving his office, and I cannot believe that the large 
amount of taxes uncollected in his hands is not due to his 
ncglect. 

I commend this matter to vour early consideration. 


LITIGATION. 


Of the suits pending against the city a year ago, those of 
Crosier, Hutchinson, Wellington and Hopkins & Roberts have 
been concluded and settled. This leaves of the old cases only 
that of E. P. Halpin unsettled, and it is doubtful if he has any 
legal claim against the city. 

The suits commenced within the year which are now pend- 
ing are one by Eugene H. Robbins for damage caused by 
surface water to his property in West street. It was decided 
to let this suit go to trial to determine the extent of *he city's 
liability. One of Mrs. Crystal for damage bv reason of the 
laying out of Kent avenue. The citv had no opportunity to 
settle this before action was commenced. 

Thomas H. Mallov has asked the Superior Court for a 
revision of the assessment of damage caused bv changes at the

Jason street crossing. This suit must be defended by ihe city, 
although it is liable for onlv 10 per cent of the award. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the faithful and able 
manner in which the legal business of the citv has been con- - 
ducted by the city solicitor during the past vear. 


PAVING. 


There is no doubt that a very large portion of the citizens 
of the city would be pleased to see a beginning made at once 
in putting down permanent paving in our principal streets. 

Before this is commenced we ought to be assured that it 
will not have to be torn up very soon. 

A new sewer was laid last year in New West street, com- 
mencing at the west trunk sewer and extending nearly to West 
street. This is to be continued through West street and North 
street to the railroad bridge. I agree with the Board cf Public 
Works that this would better be done bv laying two iines of 
pipe under the gutters, one on each side so that future connec- 
tions may be made without disturbing the pavement to the 
center of the street. A new line of sewer has also to be laid 
from West street to a point near the Court House. These 
should all be laid and the house connections all made before 
commencing paving. 

The contour of both these streets must be changed to adapt 
it to any kind of paving—consequently the macadam now in 
North street must be all removed so far as paving is extended. 

The Street Railway Companv have a permit to lav a sec- 
ond track from Center street through West and North streets. 

They also have a permit to lay a single track in South 
street and to connect the same bv switches and Ys with the 
West and North street lines and thev intend to commence 
work early this spring. 

As much as I dislike to see the indebtedness of the citv 
increased, I submit to your consideration whether it would not 
be good economy to have these streets brought to grade and 
paved at the same time that thev are torn up by the Railway 
Company, even if we have to borrow monev to pav such a 
portion of the cost as could not be provided for in this vear's 
appropriation. 
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The pavment of this debt might be divided over three or 
four vears and would not be especially burdensome. 


At a rough estimate the cost will be as follows: 


West street from Center to North, 4770 yards, to cost, $15,000 
From crosswalks at Backus' store to Savings Bank 


Building, 2657 vards, to cost, 7,000 
From Savings Bank to Railroad bridge, 6500 vards, 

to cost, 21,000 

In all, $43,000 


This estimate does not include anv damages, or that por- 
tion that the Street Railway Companv would be required to do. 


The kind of pavement to be laid will require your careful 
consideration. From my own observation of the different kinds 
used in European cities, I am strongly in favor of treated 
wooden blocks laid on a concrete base. It comes the nearest 
to a noiseless pavement of any. It is the most pleasant pave- 
ment in use and the most easily kept in repair. 

Its first cost would be about the same as brick and can be 
safelv laid on grades where granite blocks or brick would be 
dangerous. The cities of Paris and London, after 15 vears' 
trial, are laying it in their streets having the heaviest traffic, 
including the Rue Rivoli and the Avenue de la Opera in Paris 
and King William street and the Strand in London. Paris has 
as much wooden pavement as all other kinds combined, except 
macadam, and is laving it now in preference to anv other. 

I am aware that it has not been laid verv extensivelv in 
this country. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


During the past vear good progress has been made in set- 
tling this matter. 

A system of intermittent filtration has been decided upon, 
which has the approval of the state board of health. Land for 
the necessary filter beds has been purchased and rights of way 
to the beds and partly for the pipe line have been secured. 

Plans are now being prepared under the advice and super- 
vision of an expert engineer, and it is expected that work will 
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be commenced earlv in the spring, and pushed to completion 
during the season. 

When this plant is put into operation there will be dd 
quite a sum yearly for operating and maintaining it. 


Our trunk and main sewers are being paid for bv all the 
texpayers of the city, regardless of whether they receive anv 
direct benefit from them. I submit whether a direct charge suffi- 
cient to at least pav for the running expenses should not be 
n:ade upon those who are directly benefited. This yearly charge 
would be about one-third of the amount charged the same per- 
sons for the use of water. 

Section 24 of Chapter 16 of Public Ordinances provides 
that such a charge may be established by the City Council 


NEW STREETS AND WAYS. 


In many cases it has been the practice of the petitioners 
to grade the street before asking its acceptance as a city way. 
More often this work is left entirely to the city. In some cases 
( Pontoosuc avenue, for example) this work has proved very 
costly to the city. 

I submit for your consideration whether a rule or ordi- 
nance should not be enacted, requiring this work to be done 
bv the petitioners before the way is accepted. 


WATER WORKS. 


After the new dam has been erected at Ashley Lake. our 
water system will have reached such a condition that for a 
number of years at least the usual appropriations for mainte- 
nance and extensions will be all that will be necessary—and 
there will be no further need of increasing the water debt. 
Pittsfield can rightly boast of our excellent supply of the best 
of water. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


During the past year this matter was taken up and carried 
out by the city, with very general satisfaction. After one year's 
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experience it is demonstrated that some changes are desirable 
to make the charges more equitable. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


Petitions are constantly being received for additional 
lights. There seems to be no stopping place in granting these 
petitions until the whole city (six miles square) has been 
made as light by night as by day. 

Some limit should be placed on these extensions. 


VOTING MACHINES. 


I am convinced that some better method of deciding the 
choice of the people in an election can be devised than that now 
in use. Machines which have been used in some places in New 
York state and in one city in Massachusetts, have proved very 
satisfactory. By their use no doubt is left as to the result, 
and contested elections will be of the past. I would not 
advise taking step toward their purchase until the legislature 
takes some action in the matter. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department of Pittsfield, which is the admiration of 
all our law abiding citizens, maintains its high standard. Our 
people when on the street by day or night enjov a sense of se- 
curity that is well worth the whole cost of its maintenance, to 
say nothing of its usefulness in the various duties which it 
performs for all of us. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Our firé department is better equipped than ever before. 
Losses by fire within the city proper are reduced to a minimum 
and the cost of insurance is as low as in any city of its size 
iii the country. No extensive changes will be required during 
the coming year. 
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CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen: 1 have mentioned but a very few of the many 
subjects to come to your attention during the coming year. 
The business of the city is divided among the different boards 
and committees. If each does its own part properly the result 
will be a harmonious whole. If each strives for the best good 
ot the city (as I assume vou all will) the result must be satis- 
tactorv. 

Please bear in mind that all of the thousand and one things 
needful and desirable cannot be accomplished in one year. 
Select those things most needful and do them well and vou will 
merit the approval of your fellows.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—The School Committee respectfully submits to 
you its annual report for the vear nineteen hundred. and for de- 
tails refers vou to the report of the Superintendent, and special 
reports that follow. 

The present year has seen a much needed improvement in the 
Peck’s School, to which an addition has been made, that dou- l 
bles the original size of the building. This building has 1:ot been 
large enough to accommodate all the pupils of that section, 
some of whom have been obliged to go out of their own district 
to attend school. Forty-two desks have been put in, and the 
rooms are now warmed by two hot-air furnaces with ventilating 
connections. ‘The grounds have also been graded, and needed re- 
pairs made in the original structure. The schoolhouse now ac- 
commodates all the pupils of the first four grades in its tern- 
tory, and is much more comfortable and attractive than former- 
ly. All this has been accomplished at the moderate expense of 
fifteen hundred eighty-five dollars and forty-four cents 
($1585.44). This is a step in the right diruciion, but let us not 
stop here, for there still remain school builaings that necd our 
attention. For example, at the junction of Orchard and First 
streets, there stands one whose exterior and interior presents 
hardly an inviting feature. A recent visit to this building dis- 
closed lamentable facts. The light is verv poor, coming as it 
does from opposite sides of the rooms. The benches are of a pat- 
tern long since discarded by other schools, and are both ugly 
and uncomfortable. The dingy and battered walls furnish sur- 
roundings which are far from inspiring to the teachers or pupils; 
the dressing rooms are too small and the sanitary condition of 
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the closets is not what it should be, altho an improvement has 
recently been made here. When the winter nights are coidest, it 
becomes necessary for the janitor to remain in the building keep- 
ing the steam in both boilers at a high pressure, and :'] water 
faucets wide open to prevent freezing. As there is no ceilar un- 
der the Training School, that building is heated from the neigh- 
boring school on Orchard Street, and the pipe carrying steam 
for this purpose is above ground. In this way about one hundred 
and twenty tons of coal are consumed annually in heating the 
Orchard Street and Training Schools and the amount of water 
thus wasted has been enormous. The boilers are old, one having 
been in its present position over thirty vears; the other is a relic 
of the old High School. Taking everything into consideration 
, the Committee most heartily recommends that this structure be 
soon replaced by a building of a more modern type. 

During this year a set of ten volumes of the letters and mes- 
sages of the Presidents was added to the High School library. 
It was a gift of Mr. W, B. Rice whose generosity to the schools 
of our city deserves hearty appreciation. 

In February, the Committee voted to give the Countv Teach- 
ers Association the use of the High School assembly room ‘each 
vear for its annual convention, and to close all schools on that 
dav. 

Vertieal handwriting, which was introduced into the lower 
grades of our schools last year, has proved satisfactory, and dur- 
ing the present year it has heen advanced into the sixth grade. 

We have good reason to congratulate ourselves upon the suc- 
cess of the lunch counter at the High School which is self- 
supporting, and unexcelled by any in this part of the state. Its 
efficient condition is due to the untiring efforts of Principal 
Byram to whom much praise is due. 

Nothing great or good has ever been accomplished in this 
world without agitation. When some gross wrong has been right- 
ed or some great reform wrought, it may seem to us that a sud- 
den explosive force has accomplished the work, but investiga- 
tion proves that constant dropping has worn away the stone. So 
we feel a calm conviction that the near future will see the con- 
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summation of our wishes, in spite of the fact that our efforts to 
obtain an appropriation for a kindergarten during the past year, 
have been fruitless. 

Doubtless, at first, the kindergarten became a fad and ran to 
extremes as has been the fate of many a good movement before 
it: but we have no right to condemn it on this account. Its 
principle is a good one and it has already become a factor in 
the education of the children thruout our country. The work 
which it accomplishes in the development of the child has been 
so often and ably presented to you, that we need only refer you 
to former reports of the School Committee, particularly that of 
last year. A distinguished Roman prelate has said that if he 
had the child's training for the first eight years of his life, he 
cared not who had him afterward; and the kindergartner may 
sav with equal truth, “Give me the child of tender years, and no 
-aftertime can efface the impressions then received." 

The recent law requiring manual training in elementary 
schools in cities which have more than twenty thousand inhab- 
itants, applies, as you are aware, to Pittsfield. Other cities whieh 
‘come under this statute are fast complying with its demands. 
In the school reports from such cities, great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed with this system, and there is a constant demand for 
its extension. 

The great end of education is to develop all the powers of 
the child so that he will enjoy life and win success in whatever 
position he may be placed. In the kindergarten, in the work of 
the household, the shop or the field, are accomplished education- 
-al results fully as beneficial as any gained by study of books. We 
have, indeed, placed too much dependence in books. "Lessons 
through and by work, through and from life, are by far the 
most impressive and intelligible, and most continuously and in- 
tensively progressive, both in themselves and in their effect on 
the learner" (Froebel). 

A scheme of education that concerns itself only with books, 
cannot fail to be thoroly one-sided and narrow. Such an 
education can never train the mind of youth for the practical 
-affairs of life, or impart the energy that wins success, 
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We hear much complaint nowadays because schools do not 
turn out such men and women as they did forty years ago; but 
the New England farm of that time furnished an ideal manual 
training school for the children who grew up on its rugged soil. 
The daughters learned the household arts, the sons were early 
trained in all forms of mechanical work; but now farms are de- 
serted and a larger part of our population dwell in cities, where, 
for forty weeks each vear, the schools take the greater share of 
the children's time, making no return for the training in kitchen 
and field, which the country life afforded. 

It is because manual training seems to fill this long felt need 
of an all round development, that it is becoming a widespread 
and popular factor in education thru the land. Many who 
would be prevented by circumstances, now find the way to in- 
dustrial employment open for them. As a practical educator 
which stimulates the children and trains them to work and to 
form habits of thoroness and accuracy, manual training has no 
equal. It arouses a feeling of respect toward the laborer, and 
gives trades a new dignity in the eve of every pupil, thus foster- 
ing the true spirit of democracy. 

In a state that justlv holds the first place in the Union for 
advancement in educational matters, we cannnot afford to be 
last in adopting this important measure.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit to you my seventh 
annual report, the tenth of the School Department of the City 
of Pittsfield, and the thirty-third in our series of Superintend- 
ent's reports. 

At the close of this last year of the century it seems fitting 
that in addition to the record for the year this report should be 
iu part devoted to the progress that has been made in the past, 
and should, as far as may be, set forth the present status of our 
school system. 

In the report of the School Committee for the year 1879-1880 
appeared “A Review of the Pittsfield Public School System 
from 1761-1880”, prepared by the late Joseph E. A. Smith. I 
have asked Mr. William B. Rice of the School Committee to 
contribute to this report a review of the period from 1880 
to 1900. ‘The fact that Mr. Rice has been officially connected 
with our school system during most of this period, his intimate 
acquaintance with the details of school work, and his generous 
attention to everything promoting educational progress, pecu- 
liarly fit him for this task, and give to this report unusual in- 
terest and value. 


I. 
INSTRUCTION. 


There liave been no radical changes in the outline of studies 
during the year. As heretofore such changes have been made 
in aim and scope and method as have been suggested by expe- 
rience and the general trend of educational thought. 


) 
ARITHMETIC. 


In Grade L, an attempt has been made to render the number 
work more attractive and to secure thru a broader range of ex- 
ercises, greater inicrest and more vivid impressions on the part of 
the pupils. We are giving more attention to measurements, com- 
parisons, and genera! exercises designed to open the minds of 
beginners to ideas of numbers and magnitude in general. 

In the first term our chief aim is to awaken interest in rela- 
tion, size, quantity, and number, which may lead to habits of 
observing and considering matters of a mathematical nature, so 
as to furnish the minds of the pupils with materials for further 
suggestions and applications. Free use is made of the foot rule, 
yard stick, and sets of liquid and drv measures, and the process 
of weighing. As the pupils become more observing, more 
thoughful, and more capable of exactness, the exercises gradual- 
ly become more specific until the definite study of number as 
outlined in the course can be followed without difficulty or need 
of undue drill. Ii is our intention to embody in the course 
thruout more fllustrative work. 1 think that our teachers have 
found this work attractive to their pupils and conducive to 
more intelligent and enthusiastic work in their classes. I am 
quite confident that its results will be highly satisfactory. 

During the past vear, there has been in the third grade an 
apparent lack of success in satisfactorily covering the work pre- 
scribed. It is my impression that this is partly owing to a di- 
versity of plans in executing the work, resulting from an at- 
tempt to follow in part the mimeograph scheme previously in 
use, and in part the Nichols’s Arithmetic authorized by the Com- 
mittee at the beginning of the year. After conferring with the 
teachers of the grade, it was thought best to diminish the re- 
quirements, and such omissions have been made as in the judg- 
ment of the teachers seemed advisable. 

] am more and more convinced that too small a proportion 
of time and attention is devoted to mental work in this subject, 
and that written work should be resorted to only, or chiefly, 
when the numbers are really too large to be carried in the mind, 
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or for the purpose of expressing clearly and in an orderly man- 
ner the processes followed. 


READING. 


Increased attenticn has been given to distinct utterance and 
a clear understanding of what is read. While there is a pos- 
sibility of placing so much reliance on phonics as to make the 
reading a matter of mechanics rather than of thought, there is, 
under proper conditions, great value in phonetic work. I have 
encouraged special care to secure distinct and natural expres- 
sion, and it seems to me that our results in this particular are 
increasingly satisfactory. 

The dietionaries supplied a few years ago to all pupils above 
the third grade have contributed very greatly to intelligent and 
ready reading, to familiarity with the pronunciation and mean- 
img of words, to general culture, and to correct and appreciative 
reading. 'The habit, so general in our schools, of dis- 
cussing all points arising in the reading class until the meaning 
of the author is clear and his feeling and inspiration become 
the pupil's own, is, in my judgment, one of the most satisfactory 
results of our course in reading. We have plenty of room for 
improvement, but I believe that in the understanding and ap- 
preciation of what is read the results of our instruction are 
reasonably satisfactory. With this work as a foundation, I hope 
we may be able to develop more effective oral reading and a 
more forcible and artistic rendering of the spirit and soul of the 
best literature. 

Vo overcome the tendency of primary pupils to value all words 
equally, I have suggested to teachers additional attention to 
plirasing and developing in the minds of the pupils a quick per- 
‘ception of the natural grouping of words. Careful attention to 
this matter in such a simple and natural way as to awaken an in- 
terest in the pupils will establish the habit of unconsciously 
connecting related words and uttering them with reference to 
the ideas which they convey. I have found that the pupils re- 
spond very quickly to the suggestion to “find the words that 
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belong together", and when they speak them with this grouping 
in mind. natural and effective expression can hardly fail to re- 
sult. 

The use of “Hiawatha” in the third grade has becoine more 
general. This poem appears to be peculiarly adapted to young 

upils. In the fifth grade some trial is being made of Charles 
and Marv Lamb’s “Tales from Shakespeare’. In the second 
half of the eighth year there is an opportunity for the intro- 
duction. of reading matter relating to art. In view of the in- 
creasing interest in the study of famous artists and their master- 
pieces and the peculiar value and influence of art in general 
culture, I trust that some suitable provision may be made for 
taking advantage of this opportunity. 


SPELLING. 


Our teachers have found that their pupils are able to com- 
plete our First Reader Vocabulary, containing about twenty-one 
hundred words, by the end of the third year of school. For 
use during the fourth year we have printed the words found in 
a large number of the most widely used second readers. This 
list contains about three thousand common and familiar words, 
not found in the first readers, supplemented by over one hun- 
dred common abbreviations. It was put into the hands of the 
pupils about the beginning of the spring term, so that the 
length of time required to learn these words has not yet been 
determined. It seems probable that they can be learned during 
the fourth year of school. From the fifth to the ninth years 
inclusive the pupils use Sheldon’s Word Studies, as heretofore. 

‘onsiderable attention has been given to spelling during the 
past year, and much ingenuity has been shown by many of our 
primary teachers in contriving devices for interesting their pu- 
pils in the study of words, and fixing the correct forms in their 
minds. 

Word-building, by writing with a constant element the va- 
rious additions required to form the different words containing 
. the given element or combinations of letters, has been found 
very helpful and attractive to the pupils. Some experiments 
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with children beginning the second year have shown that when 
such a word-building list is placed before them and carefully 
presented to them by their teacher most of the pupils are able 
to spell the given words orally and to write them correctly. It is 
not claimed that all of the words in an extended list of this kind 
can be permanently fixed in the minds of the pupils in a single 
lesson, but it seems probable that ordinary reviews will suffice 
for the mastery of the words after a well conducted exercise of 
this sort. 

Another exercise very enjoyable to the pupils is the finding 
of words forming parts of larger words, and discovering words 
that may be formed by the letters contained in other words. 
Some of the young children have shown great quickness in dis- 
covering the words which may be formed in this way and have 
given evidence of a much larger vocabulary than one would sup- 
pose them to nossess. 

In the first four grades much attention has been given to the 
correct use of the words in sentences composed by the pupils. 
This not only shows whether the pupils understand the meaning 
of the words, but also gives them excellent opportunities in the 
forming of simple sentences. ‘They are encouraged to make sen- 
tences containing thoughts worth expressing. The work in 
spelling is both oral and written. In oral spelling the pupils 
are expected to give the pronunciation of each syllable after 
naming the letters of which it is composed. 

In the intermediate and grammar grades the list of words 
found in the spelling book is suplemented by such words as the 
teachers find it most profitable to select from the several studies 
pursued. The constant use of the dictionaries in these grades 
is an important aid in securing good spelling as well as ready 
reading and correctness in pronunciation. 


LANGUAGE. 


During the first three years our work in language is designed 
to secure as much fertility of thought and freedom of expression 
as possible. The method pursued in the Information and Cul- 
ture work is found to be well adapted for this purpose. The 
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pupils are encouraged to tell their own experiences in their own 
way and to contribute freely such knowledge of the topic as. 
they possess. The teacher aims to interest her pupils and to get 
from them what thev know rather than to tell them what she 
knows. ‘This usually results in a very animated discussion in 
which the expression is natural and free. From these discus- 
sions the teacher is able to correct prevailing errors, and from 
them the pupils unconsciously gain freedom and power of ex- 
pression. 

At the same time an effort is made to fix in the minds of the 
pupils clear ideas of the fundamental principles of language: as, 
one or more than one; the possessor and the thing possessed; the 
speaker, the person spoken to, the person or thing spoken of; 
male and female; more and most; less and least; present, past, 
and future; actions continuing and actions completed; the doer 
and the thing done; agreement of related words in number and 
general meaning. While these ideas are fundamental in all lan- 
guage work, they are perfectly simple and easily comprehended 
by young children when taught in a familiar way. In most 
of their applieations no knowledge of parts of speech or of techni-. 
cal grammatical rules is necessary. The sooner these fundamen- 
tal ideas are brought to the attention of children the more likely 
the children will be to think and speak and write in accordance 
with them. 

In the use of language, as in nearly everything else, habit 
rules. lt is comparatively easy to make children acquainted 
with the usages and laws essential to correctness in ordinary 
speaking and writing. After proper provision has been made 
for securing fertility of thought and freedom of expression on 
the part of the pupils, the main struggle is to establish the habit 
of actually using the knowledge acquired. It is difficult in any 
of our schoolrooms to find a pupil who does not know that a 
statement shouid be followed by a period, or that a question 
should be followed by a question mark. In most schoolrooms 
it is very easy to find written work in which these marks are not 
always used. There is the same lack of connection between 
knowledge and practice with reference to most of the laws and 
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usages upon which correct speaking and writing depend. ‘The 
difficulty of securing satisfactory results in language teaching is 
due, I think, partly to the low standard in the use of language 
which prevails in most communities, partly to the general care- 
lessness and heedlessness with which ordinary humanity is so. 
liberally endowed, and partly to slipshod teaching. This strug- 
gle against carelessness is not confined to the teaching of lan- 
guage. It is perhaps the point which more than any other dis- 
tinguishes the good teacher from the poor one, and genuine ed- 
ucation from make believe. In this particular it is pre-eminent- 
ly true that the teacher i$ the school. 

It seems to me that the general aims in language study should 
be the following: 

1. To encourage observation and secure freedom of thought 
and expression. 

2. To make the pupils familiar with the generally recognized 
laws and usages of the language. 

3. To develop in the pupils a keen appreciation of the exact 
meaning and force of words. 

4. By precept and example, by insistence and persistence, to. 
secure habitual care and accuracy in the use by the pupils of 
the knowledge which they possess. 

At the beginning of the fall term the “Mother Tongue” 
series of language books was adopted by the Committee. The 
first book has been placed in the hands of the pupils of the 
fourth and fifth grades; the second book in the sixth and sev- 
enth grades. 


INFORMATION AND CULTURE. 


No special change has been made in this work during the 
year. It has been gratifving to note a growing belief that na- 
ture study in our elementary grades should aim rather to excite 
interest and promote wider observation than to secure scien- 
tific accuracy or exploit scientific methods. I have seen no rea- 
son to doubt the wisdom of studying human occupations and 
interests in connection with what is usually termed “Nature 
Study.” 
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In addition to its own independent value, the Information 
and Culture work forms an excellent basis for language study, 
and furnishes a natural and valuable introduction to geography. 
For the past two vears it has formed the basis of work in draw- 
ing in the first and second grades. This has strengthened both 
ihe drawing and thc study of the topies assigned for the Infor- 
mation and Culture. More interest is manifested in the Infor- 
mation work and the drawing has more vitality and spirit than 
before. 

The more systematic outlines for the eighth and ninth grades 
on animals, minerals, rock formations, plants. physics, the visi- 
ble heavens, and chemistry are simple and limited in their scope. 
Nevertheless they furnish considerable knowledge, foster hab- 
its of observation and thought, and give to the pupils who do 
not enter the Iligh School a glimpse of subjects concerning 
which thev ought not to be entirely ignorant. 

During the year our supply of the printed questions concern- 
ing “Poor Boys Who Became Famous", used by the pupils of 
Grade IV., was exhausted. The questions were carefully revised 
before reprinting. 


GEOGRAPHY AND HISTORY. 


In Grades I., IL, and III. the Information and Culture work 
forms a natural and systematic introduction to the later study 
of geography. The geographical knowledge and conceptions of 
the pupils are also developed by reference to the map of the 
world as such reference is suggested by the Information topies, 
by reading, and by other school exercises. The study of Pitts- 
field and Berkshire County serves as a connecting link between 
the Information and Culture topics of the first three vears and 
the general survey of the geography of the world to which the 
second half of the fourth year is devoted. The regular and sys- 
tematic study of gcography begins in the fifth year. The work 
of the higher grades remains as it was rearranged last vear. 

Besides serving to connect the first three vears of the Informa- 
tion and Culture work with the study of systematic geography, 
the work on Pittsfield and Berkshire County is intended to give 
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the pupils an objective basis out of which may grow correct and 
vivid impressions of the other portions of the world which they 
will study later in the course. "The topies studied in the first 
half of the fourth vear are as follows: 


I. Land. VI. Plants. 
II. Water. VIL Occupations. 
HIT. Climate. VIII. Government. 
IV. Minerals. IX. Literature. 
V. Animals. N. History. 


The treatment of each of these topics is necessarily elemen- 
tarv and incomplete. Nevertheless, the work of this half year 
gives our pupils considerable knowledge of the region in which 
thev live, suggests to them thoughts and inquiries likely to be 
fruitful in further research, and withal furnishes an excellent 
preparation for future study along each of these lines. 

In the several lines of topics studied, Berkshire County is 
fortunately notable. The fame of the Berkshire llills is not 
accidental, but arises from features of mountains, rivers, lakes, 
human interest, literature, and history, which render the region 
in many ways typical of the world at large. In government our 
pupils are able to study the city, the town, and the county at 
first hand, and to learn by inquiries at home many things which 
largely increase their knowledge and understanding of the spirit 
and effect of government. Fortunately, too, the literature of 
Berkshire County is so largely national that a knowledge of it 
furnishes an excellent introduction to the study of our national 
literature. 1 believe that patriotism has its roots in the love of 
home. The more the children of Pittsfield and Berkshire 
County know of the great men, the great thoughts, and the 
creat deeds that have had their origin here, the stronger will be 
the ties that bind them to these hills, the more earnestly and 
resolutely will they promote and defend the interests that cen- 
ter here. 

For several years our teachers have used for this work a 
mimeograph outline prepared by themselves. The topics were 
originally distributed among the several teachers of the grade, 
each topic being written out by the teacher or teachers to 
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whom it was assigned. ‘The several outlines thus prepared were 
printed in one mimeograph outline of which each teacher had a 
copy. While this plan has been fairly successful and satisfac- 
tory, it has involved much blackboard writing on the part of 
the teacher, and much copying on the part of the pupils. It 
has been thought best to put a printed copy into the hands of 
each pupil. The outline has, therefore, been revised for print- 
ing. In the process of revision many suggestions have been re- 
ceived from persons acquainted with the region, and by their 
assistance has been much improved. It is hoped that it may be 
printed soon. 

At the beginning of the year Fiske's History of the United 
States was adopted by the Committee for use in the advanced 
study of the history of the United States thru the Revolution, 
which ts taken up during the second half of the seventh year. 

The study of the Geography of History and Literature, or 
the regions, routes, and places connected with famous persons 
and great events in the world’s history has been found increas- 
ingly interesting and profitable to the pupils of Grade IX. “To 
those who do not enter the High School it gives a valuable sur- 
vey of important points in the world’s history, and to those who 
pursue their studies further, it furnishes a very agreeable and 
suggestive introduction to general history. 


PENMANSHIP. 


At the beginning of ihe fall term, the Committee adopted for 
use jn Grades I. to VI. inclusive the Vertical Round Jland 
Writing Books. 'There' has been considerable diversity of opin- 
ien among the teachers as to the comparative merits of the new 
system and that followed last year. On general principles it 
seems to me undesirable to make frequent changes of plans and 
methods where habit is so large a factor as it is in penmanship. 
I think our teachers have made an earnest effort to secure the 
best results, They received much assistance from an explana- 
tion of the new system given by Mr. A. W. Clark near the be- 
ginning of the fall term. | 
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In the formation of letters and the general appearance of the 
writing the vertical svstem has given good results. I have no- 
ticed, however, especially last year, a tendency to awkward and 
undesirable positions, particularly in the manner of holding the 
pen. Either as the: natural outcome of the method or for the 
want of proper training, there seems to be nearly an entire ab- 
sence of the arm movement in the grades using the vertical svs- 
tem. | 

During the past vear considerable opposition to the vertical 
system has manifested itself in various places, and several of 
the publishing houses have brought out systems following a 
modified slant, but in general retaining the chief features 
which have contributed to the popularity of vertical penman- 
ship. In my judgment some degree of slant is natural and de- 
sirable. If there is no slant forward, a backhand seems pretty 
certain to result when the vertical system is subjected to the 
strain of rapid writing. For my own part I should be glad to 
see a modified slant, as it appears in some of the recent systems, 
adopted for use above the sixth grade. 

Assuming that there has been no mistake in adopting the ver- 
tical system for the first six grades, it may be regarded as a use- 
ful training in the forms of letters and in the general spirit of 
simplicity and legibihty. This may well be followed by the modi- 
fied slant as the final outcome of our efforts to leave our pupils 
in the possession of a good, permanent style of handwriting. 


DRAWING. 


The plan of basing the drawing of the first and second grades 
on the Information and Culture topies of those grades, which 
was adopted last vear, has been found inereasingly successful 
and satisfactory. New interest has been added to the topics in 
Information and Culture, and the drawing has become more 
concrete and sympathetie. The pupils are brought more directly 
in contact with nature, and learn to see natural objects as they are 
rather than thru the medium of type forms. The full effect of 
this study of reality with a minimum of theory has not yet been 
felt in its influence on the higher grades, but as far as the pu- 
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pils have progressed the outcome has seemed to be favorable to 
hetter results. 

The Committee has extended the color work of Grades VII., 
VIII., and IX. to Grade VI. It has also authorized the use of 
some of the colors in Grade V. In the lower grades the Coin- 
mittee has authorized the use of ink work, and the necessary ma- 
terials have been provided. It seems clear that the use of color 
contributes to clearness and distinctness, and consequently to 
the interest which the pupils take in their work. 

A new outline for pictorial drawing for the earlier part of the 
vear has been completed and printed, and Mr. Denison is pre- 
paring a revised outline for mechanical drawing and designing. 

MUSIC. 


During the spring term the Committee adopted for use in 
Grade III. the First Reader of the Model Music Course. It 
was found that the pupils of this grade had gained the ability 
to use more advanced material. ‘The results obtained by the 
use of this book have been very pleasing to Mr. Smith, our su- 
pervisor of music, and is doubtless a step in advance. In the 
other grades no essential ehange has been made in the course 
or in text-books. | 

[ am more and more convinced of the desirability of securing 
thru the instruction given in music more of soul and feeling 
and spirit than are usually thought of in connection with this 
work, If there is anything in our whole course of study that 
ought to build u» in the minds of the pupils high and beautiful 
ideals, it is the study and practice of music. I hope that we may 
be able to give increased attention to this phase of music study 
as an important aid in the building of character and the devel- 
opment of the best that our pupils can attain. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


Our teachers are supposed to give their pupils daily exercises 
in calisthenics as a matter of health and for the purpose of cul- 
tivating grace of movement and general physical well-being. 
In some of our schoolrooms svstematie exercises of this kind are 
revularly given. In other rooms, however, such exercises are 
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practically unknown, and the teachers seem to be entirely obliv- 
ious of any expectation that they will conduct such exercises. 
Under proper conditions some form of physical exercise ought 
to be a part of every day's work, and I have no doubt that time 
is gained and better work is secured thereby. This matter may 
well receive special attention looking toward more definite re- 


quirements. 
MANUAL TRAINING. 


During the summer vacation, the Committee gave attention to 
the question of introducing manual training into our schools. A 
sub-committee was instructed to consider what might best be 
done in this direction. ‘The report of this committee recom- 
mended manual training exercises in wood work for the pupils 
of the ninth grade. . 

On account of a lack of funds and also from a feeling on the 
part of members of the Committee that manual training should 
be undertaken, if at all, on a larger scale and with more ade- 
quate facilities, no definite action was taken. While provision 
for manual training in a single grade may be much less than is 
desirable, it would, in my own judgment, be better than no in- 
struction at all. 

If such provision as was recommended by the sub-commit- 
tee could be made, and in conection with it, some provision 
could be made for instruction in Domestic Science for the part 
of the class not taking wood work, our course of study would 
be considerably enriched, and a beginning would be made in 
what I believe o be an important branch of elementary train- 
ing. Even if it were not practicable to furnish a complete lab- 
oratory outfit for instruction in Domestic Science, such in- 
struction in this subject as is given in geography, history, civics, 
and similar subjects would still be worth while. Some other 
work would doubtless have to be omitted from our present 
eourse to make 10cm for these subjects. 


TESTS, 


The reguiations for the Public Schools adopted by the Com- 
mittee in 1892 contained the following provision respecting ex- 
aminations and promotions: 
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Chapter 3. Section I. Examinations shall be held by all teachers, 
under the direction of the Superintendent, to test the progress of 
pupils in the studies previously pursued, and a record thereof shall 
be kept to aid in deiermining the right to promotion. 


Sec. III. A writien review lesson in each regular study shall be 
wiven once in six weeks. Six sets of papers thus prepared by the 
pupils shall be ranked and the result, averaged with record of the 
daily elass-room work, shall constitute the promotion rank of the 
pupil. An averaze of seventy per cent. shall be required for promo- 
tion. 

It has been customary to issue the questions for the last set of 
tests from the Superintendent's office, the tests being some- 
times prepared by the Superintendent personally and sometimes 
by representative teachers at his request and subject to his re- 
vision. The questicns for the other five tests have been pre- 
pared by the teachers. The standard for promotion has been: 

1. An average of 70 per cent. in all studies. 

3. An average of 70 per cent. in the five studies generally re- 
garded as most iniportant—reading, spelling, language, geogra- 
phy, arithmetic. | 

3. A standing of not less than 55 per cent. in each of the 
five studies named. 

Variations froin the standard have been made for reasons 
which, in the judgment of the principals and Superintendent, 
have seemed sufficient. 

It having been thought that the last set of tests resulted in 
undue anxiety on the part of the pupils, the matter was re- 
ferred to a sub-committee for consideration. For the use of 
the Committee in determining what action, 1f any, ought to be 
taken, careful examination of the records of the tests for the 
school year 1899-1900 was made. On comparing the averare 
standinys of the pupils in the five teachers” tests with their aver- 
age standings in the sixth or Superintendent's test, it was found 
that the results were nearly the same. As a rule, the teachers’ 
tests cover the work of the six weeks previous to the test, while 
the sixth test was intended to cover the work of the year. In 
several of our schools the average standing of the pupils in the 
sixth or Superintendent's tests was higher than in the five teach- 
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ers tests. In the entire city the average standing in the teachers? 
tests was 2.58 per cent. higher than the average in the Super- 
intendent's tests. The total average for the city, including 
both teachers’ and Superintendent’s tests was 43 of one per 
cent. lower than tlie average of the five teachers’ tests. 

The committee attributed considerable of the anxietv, which 
pupils were thought to feel concerning the last test of the vear, to 
the magnifying of its importance by the teachers, and to a con- 
sequent misapprehension on the part of the pupils as to its in- 
fluence in deciding the question of their promotion. As a mat- 
ter of fact, pupils having an average standing of 84 per cent. in 
the five teachers’ tests had already secured a final average of 70 
per cent., even if they failed to answer every one of the ques- 
tions in the Superintendent's tests. The report of the sub- 
committee, as amended by the full Committee, was as follows: 


.To the School (Committee: 


Your Committee to whoin was referred the matter of examinations, 
or tests so called in our schools, submit the following report: 

1. That the present method be continued, i. e., that each year four 
tests be given by the teachers and one by the Superintendent. 

2. That especial pains be taken that the last tests shall be fair 
and entirely within the scope of the course of study. We recom- 
mend that the questions be prepared by the Superintendent person- 
ally. 

3. We recommend that the time for giving the last set of exa1inui- 
nations shall cover a period of not less than four weeks, thus re- 
lieving the pupils from the pressure of giving attention to so many 
things at one time. 

4. That teachers impress upon the pupils the fact that promo- 
tion and rank depend equally upon each of the five tests of the year, 
and that the final test counts only one-fifth in the total result.

In accordance with the action of the Committee, the time 
fer giving the last set of tests will hereafter cover a period of 
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not less than four weeks at the close of the year. The new ar- 
rangement will divide the year into five test periods of eight 
weeks each, the 1our teachers’ tests occupying thirty-two weeks, 
leaving the last test to oceur during the remainder of the vear. 
lt is recommended that the teachers make announcement to 
their pupils concerning the final tests only so far as necessity 
may require. 


THE RELATION OF EXAMINATION TO INSTRUCTION. 


As the attention of the Committee and the publie has been 
called to this :natter, it seems to me worth while to quote here 
the following portions of an article on “Examination Tests”, 
written by H. C. Withers, M. A., Professor of Education in 
Owens College, Manchester, England, which appeared last Au- 
cust in the School Journal: 

Eramiénationa are Necessary —There is no question........ that ex- 
amination and inspection of some sort are absolutely necessary: 
They are necessary, first, because, from the point of view of 
sound financial administration, he who pays the piper must be al- 
lowed to call the tune, and, when public money is spent, there must 
be some public vuarantee that it is spent to good purpose. They are 
necessary, seconiily, because in almost every calling some minimum 
standard of qualification must be required from all who enter it; 
and the possession of this standard must be publicly tested. They 
are necessary thirdly, because at a great many points in life, choice 
must be made »etwceen a number of persons who claim the same po- 
sition; and this choice cannot be made on public and equitable 
grounds except by means of some form or other of examination. 
Lastly, they are necessary for a quite different kind of reason. The 
first three reasons—the financial, the professional, the competitive— 
are not, in the strict sense of the term, educational reasons at all, 
but arise from certain relations in which, owing to the general na- 
ture of human hife, education stands to certain other human activi- 
ties. 

Teachers Examtnations,—But the fourth reason is inherent in the 
nature of the prooess of education itself, and would continue to ex- 
ist just as stronzly if the educator had nothing more to think of in 
his work than be pursuit of his own art. Whoever teaches any- 
thing must maiatain contact with the minds of his pupils. and must 
knows what shapes their thoughts are taking. The contact main- 
tained must be ;s sensitive and as delicate as possible, but it must 
also be constant and searching. The procedure of the skilful 
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teacher varies flexibly with the result of his observation upon the 
mental processes which he has helped to set up. He will constantly 
be coming to points at which he will feel that, if the mental growth 
for which he has been striving has, in fact, taken place, then it 
will show itself jn certain veriflable ways. rie will verify accord- 
ingly, and continue or alter his methods as he finds occasion to do. 
If no one else examines his pupils, he, at least, will be forever ex- 
amining them; ”.is whole art and mystery lie in this. Before each 
lesson begins he will need to know what is the mental stage at 
which they stand; at the end of each clearly defined step he must 
make sure, by a recapitulation drawn from the class, that the step 
has been actually made; at the close he will ascertain that the new 
knowledge is in hand, and available, by requiring some application 
of it—that is, by celling for some exercise or some deduction, which 
can only be wcrked by those who have, in truth, mastered the new 
matter, and can wield it to their own purposes. Examination, 
therefore, is not, in this sense, a thing alien to the process of edu- 
cation, and imposed upon it from without, for the sake of parents, 
or superintendents, or school boards, but a vital portion of chat pro- 
cess itself—one side, indeed, of that interchange of minds which is 
the inmost essence of education. It cannot be psychologically wrong 
to test instruction. ‘What comes to nothing is nothing’; and good 
teaching may be sbown by its fruits. 

Outside Exraminers.—But the danger begins when the examiner is 
no longer the teacher. Thís also is necessary, and must be indispen- 
sably reckoned witb. To begin with, the good teacher himself 
wishes to have his work tested and tried by some one other than 
himself, on whose judgment he can rely. He will get new notions, 
fresh points of view, from such an overhauling, and will be saved 
from routine and onesidedness. For the less efficient teacher, such 
a revision, whethor by the principal or by an outsider, is obviously 
needed to correct and fortify his procedure. There may also often 
be cases where the thing of its kind is good, and has been well 
done, and yet ‘s not the thing which, under all the circumstances, is 
wanted. Value is not simply constituted by cost of production,but also 
by demand. Infinity of labor may be put into producing something 
which, after all, nobody wants. A teacher works in his own corner 
of the field, and sees all too little of the rest of it. An examiner, if 
he examines a good deal, must needs take a wider view over a 
larger breadth of human experience, And then there come in those 
considerations, mentioned before, of an extra-educational kind. 
Superintendents and school boards require some public criterion of 
efficiency. Pupils n:ust, for certain purposes, be put in an order of 
comparative merit by an external and impartial judge. Whe ontside 
examiner is essential " 
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SCHOOL CITY AT LINDEN STREET. 


As a means of gaining practical acquaintance with the meth- 
ods of transacting public business, and also with the expecta- 
tien that it would have a favorable influence on the discipline 
of the school and the character of the pupils, what is known asa 
School City was organized at the Linden Street School about the 
beginning of the spring term. In this organization most of 
the usual city officials are represented and elections are held 
under the general regulations governing city elections. A char- 
ter. ordinances, and by-laws are adopted, and a judicial system 
is established to sec that the laws are duly enforced and justice 
secured. This device has been adopted with apparent success 
and profit in many important schools in various cities, espe- 
cially in the West. In the judgment of the Principal, the 
scheme has been successful at Linden street, and, as far as I 
am aware, few objectionable features or tendencies have mani- 
Tested themselves. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


Following the custom of recent years, the ninth grade pupils 
of our grammar schools united in closing exercises, held as the 
High School auditorium at 7.30 P. M., Monday, June 25, 1900. 

Vor several years these closing exercises of the grammar schools 
have consisted entirely or largelv of selections related to our 
course of studv. and serving to supplement or further illustrate 
the regular school work of the pupils. In this way, any extra 
preparation mado is in the nature of more thoro or more ample 
instruction in the ordinary work of the course. 

The auditorium was filled by representative citizens. That 
such an audience should give unflagging attention to exercises 
of so high a character. is equally an assurance of the general cul- 
ture which prevails in the community, and of that attamed by 
the graduates of our grammar schools.

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The following teachers were employed:—At Russells, Miss 
Mary A. Brennan, Prin.. Mr. Michael Leahy, and Miss A. E. 
Curtin, assistants; at Center, Miss Margaret E. Kearney, Prin., 
and Mrs. M. T. Hemming, assistant; at Stearnsville, Miss Helena 
J. Jordan. The schools opened November 9. The school at 
Stearnsville was closed at the end of the fall term. ‘Phe even- 
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ing drawing school at Fenn Street in charge of Mr. George H. 
Denison began November 13, and closed February 19. 

Compared with the preceding year, the total enrolment at 
tussell’s was 93 less, while the average daily attendance was 
1.52 more; at the Center. the enrolment was 28 less, and the 
average attendance 10.38 less; at Stearnsville, the enrolment was 
11 less, and the average daily attendance .57 more. Excluding 
the evening drawing school, the total membership was 132 less 
than for the preceding year, and the average attendance was 
1.99 less. The total enrolment at the drawing school was one 
more than for the preceding year, and the average attendance 
2.21 more. 

The evening schools were opened at the same places Novem- 
her 12 for the present school year, the teachers being as fol- 
lows:—At Russell’s Mr. F. P. Cullen, Prin., Miss A. E. Curtin, 
and Miss E. A. Joyce, assistants; Center, Miss Margaret E. 
Kearney; Stearnsville, Miss Helena J. Jordan. The evening 
drawing school is in charge of Mr. George H. Denison. 

In ability of instruction, and in general good order and at- 
tentiveness, the evening schools have been unusually satisfact- 
ory during the past year. The number of persons obliged'to 
attend evening schools in Pittsfield is so very small that the at- 
tendance is mainly confined to those who have already made con- 
siderable progress in their studies. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School has maintained during the year its repu- 
tation for efficiency, and in some respects has shown an improve- 
ment. Somewhat more laboratory work has been done, but our 
laboratories are not yet made as valuable to the pupils as they 
were designed to be, and as modern ideas of instruction in the 
sciences require. The Business Course is now in its second year, 
and those who complete the two years of study will be entitled 
to certificates at the close of the year in June. Over thirty pu- 
pils are taking the eourse, and much interest seems (5 be mani- 
fested.

At the close of the year, Miss Claire W. Hemming resigned 
her position, and it was filled by the appointment of Miss Mabel 
A. Rice, a graduate of Smith College who had been for the past 
two years a teacher in the William B. Rice School. During the 
summer vacation Mr. Albert Douteiller resigned as teacher of 
French, having accepted a position in Boston. The work of 
that department was added to the duties of Mr. Warren T. Cole; 
instructor in German. 

During the fall term the question of a change in the hours 
of the High School sessions was considered by the Committee, 
and the Superintendent was instructed to investigate and re- 
port. It was found that a very large majority of the pupils fa- 
vored sessions beginning at 8.30 A. M., and ending at 1 P. M. 
About twenty pupils, mostly those coming from a distance, eith- 
er living in the rural portions of Pittsfield or in other towns, 
were opposed to an earlier beginning, alleging that they would 
not be able to reach the school at an earlier hour. It was found 
that reducing the opportunities of tardiness to the same basis, 
the number of cases of tardiness at the High School was three 
or four times as great as in the other grades. This would in- 
dicate that many of the pupils are unable to reach the school at 
the present time of beginning. The teachers as a body mani- 
fested no very marked preference between the present hours and 
those suggested. Besides the change of time, the proposed 
change would involve a shortening of the school sessions, and 
consequently a shortening of the recitation periods or a smaller 
number of recitations. In view of the fact that it has been 
thought impracticable to make full use of the laboratories with 
the present teaching force, it is difficult to see how any shorten- 
ing of the recitation periods could fail to impair the efficiency 
of the school. 

Responses to a large number of inquiries sent to various cities 
in Massachusetts and adjoining states, showed that earlier hours 
for High School sessions are quite general. In the opinion of 
a very large number of Superintendents, such hours are injur- 
ious to the health of the pupils, altl.o believed to be a necessity 
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on account of the distance many pupils are obliged to go to 
reach a high school. A large number of Superintcndents ex- 
pressed themselves as theoretically in favor of two sessions cor- 
responding to those of the grammar school, and in many cities 
the sessions are now so divided. 


The lunch counter has continued to be successful both as a 
convenience to the pupils and also financially. The prices have 
been extremely low, but there has been a small surplus. It has 
accommodated not ouly the pupils of the High School, but many 
of the pupils of the Center Grammar School occupying the low- 
er floor of the High School building. Many of these pupils 
come from very long distances, and in stormy weather find it de- 
sirable to remain at the school during the noon intermission. 


At the beginning of the year, the Committee authorized for 
use in the High School White's First Greek Book, Wells's Es- 
sentials of Geometry, Richardson’s Commercial Law, Sadler's Es- 
sentials of Business Arithmetic. <A part of the pupils are using 
Van Velzer and Shutts's Geometry. McMaster's School History 
of the United States has been adopted by the Committee. The 
Encyclopaedia Britannica was placed in the sehool library early 
in the vear. 

Thru the series of high grade concerts managed by Principal 
Byram, the Kranich € Bach "Baby Grand” piano bought Febru- 
ary 10, 1898, and costing $555, has now been paid for. 

In my Annual Report for 1898, appears a list of the graduates 
of the High School to that date. The names of the graduates 
of the last two vears appear in connection with the special re- 
ports of Principal Byram, to which your attention is invited. 


TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The graduating exercises of the Training School were held 
Tuesday, June 26, 1900, the exercises consisting of essays and 
class exercises by the graduates with some recitations and musi- 
cal selections bv the pupils. Four voung ladies completed the 
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Training School course. the diplomas being presented by Hon. 
Joseph Tucker, chairman of the School Committee. 

Eight graduates of the High School successfully passed the 
examination for admission at the beginning of the school vear, 
seven of whom entered the Training School. This was nearly 
the entire number of candidates. ‘The requirements for admis- 
sion were intended to be the same as heretofore. 


The admission of sc large a proportion of candidates would 
therefore seem to indicate that we have succeeded in bringing 
the preliminary preparation of these candidates to a fairly sat- 
isfactory standard. J hope that it may be found that this is a 
permanent condition, and I have considerable faith that the 
present arrangements for covering this work at the High 
School will secure equally satisfactory results hereafter. Whether 
this shall prove to be the case or not, I am glad that our stand- 
ard for admission to the Training School has been maintained, 
and believe that we could make no more serious mistake than 
to lower it on any account whatever. 

As heretofore, the aim of the training department has been to 
secure a thoro review or original study of the work covered by 
the nine grades below the High School; to give the pupils as 
good an acquaintance as the time will permit with the history 
and philosophy of education and the principles governiny the 
growth of mind, the acquisition of knowledge, and the forma- 
tion of character; and to secure such practical acquaintance with 
teaching, from observation and experience, as will fit the can- 
didate for successful work in a schoolroom. 


TRAINING SCHOOL GRADUATES. 


In the report of Superintendent Edwards for 1891, it was 
stated that thirty-seven of the teachers employed in Pittsfield 
were graduates of the Training School. At the present time 
the number of its graduates teaching in our schoois is sixty- 
nine,—more than half of our teaching force. These facts em- 
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phasize the very great importance of guarding in every way the 
interests of the school. and bv all available means promoting its 
efficiency. 

The number of gradvates given above is according to the sta- 
tistical returns made bv the teachers. 


The special training of teachers in this city appears to have 
begun about 1880 1nder the direction of Mrs. E. C. Thompson. 
In the fall of 1888, Miss Arabella Roach took charge of this 
work. The first formal graduation occurred in 1892. Since that 
time, the names of the graduates have been given in the annual 
reports. 


The work of the Training School appears to have been at first 
chieflv practice under the direction and suggestions of the Prin- 
cipal, with a minimam of theory. By degrees the course of in- 
struction became more definite and more and more attention 
was given to the review of the studies to be taught, the history 
and theory of education, and the systematic study of psychology 
and methods. Many of those who were connected with the 
school during these ycars are probably entitled to call themselves 
graduates, and some of them are among our most successful 
teachers. The records of these years are, however, so inade- 
quate that it seems impracticable to make a satisfactory list of 
those who atttended the school during this period, or to specify 
the extent of the training which each received.

TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Two meetings of the Berkshire County Teachers’ Association 
were held in the High School auditorium during the year. From 
both of these our teachers were able to derive much inspiration 
and many valuable and practical suggestions. The first meet- 
ing was held February 2, 1900, when addresses were delivered as 
follows:—

The second session was held November 2, 1900. The fore- 
noon session was divided into a primary section, a grammar scc- 
tion, and a high school section, in each of which there were very 
profitable addresses and discussions. The afternoon session was 
devoted to an addr23s on Rural Schools, by State Superintend- 
ent Mason S. Stone, Montpelier, Vt., and a very practical address 
on Instruction in English, bx Prof. C. F. Maxcy; of Williams 
College. 

At the request of the Superintendent the following valuable 
and suggestive addresses have been delivered to the teachers of

Mr. Smith, supervisor of music, held a number of teachers’ 
meetings for the study of the science and art of music, begin- 
ning with the rudiments and making a review for the purpose 
of securing the most thoro knowledge of the subject, and assist- 
ing the teachers wh» attended in making the best preparation 
for their work. These meetings seem to have produced benefi- 
cial results in raising the standard of instruction in music. 


In May, Principal Gardner, of the Orchard Street Grammar 
School, gave to the teachers of classes in geography an illustra- 
tion of the change of seasons, and various phenomena arising 
from the relation of the earth to the sun, by means of what is 
known as “The Season Apparatus". 


A meeting of primary teachers was held at the Training School 
to observe class work in First Grade Numbers conducted by Miss 
Elizabeth Solon, and class work in Second Grade Spelling con- 
ducted by Miss Teresa Kelly. Besides these, the Superintendent 
has conducted such grade meetings and general meetings as cir- 
cumstances have required, and as opportunity has permitted. 


ART. 


During the past yeur not less interest than in previous years 
has been shown by our teachers in securing works of art for 
their schoolrooms and school buildings. In most cases these 
have been carefully seiected and are of a high order of merit. 
The following additions have been reported bv the teachers:

The full value of these pictures is not far form $325. The 
money for their purchase has been raised by the teachers and pu- 
pils in various ways; as, by entertainments, by individual con- 
tributions, and by the sale of articles contributed. The in- 
terest manifested has been general, and the works of art as well 
as the effort to secure them, have done much to develop in the 
pupils high ideals and wholesome ambitions. 


JANITORS AS EDUCATORS. 


T suspect that very few persons, even those most intimately ac- 
quainted with the workings of our schools, realize the impor- 
tance of the janitor as a factor in the success or failure of school 
work. It is perhaps natural to think of him as concerned with 
matters important in themselves, but so far separated from in- 
tellectual culture and the formation of character ss to have 
nothing in common with the course of study and the educational 
results secured. A moments thought will make it clear that 
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this is far from the truth. As modern school buildings are con- 
structed, the care or lack of care given by the janitor, and the 
degree of intelligence and fidelity shown by him, may increase 
or decrease to a marked degree the success of the work done by 
the teachers. 

At least three conditions essential to good school work are 
mainly dependent upon the janitor. 

1. The purity or impurity of the air. 

2. The temperature of the rooms. 

3. Thecleanliness of the school building and the school 
premises. 

There are also many ways in which he can help or hinder the 
discipline and tone of the school. If he is watchful and tactful, he 
can prevent disorder in the basement, in the halls, and on the 
play grounds, and relieve the teachers of many cares and anx- 
ieties which would otherwise tax their time and energies. The 
work committed to the janitor is of such a nature that he is 
likely to regard it from the standpoint of the furnace, the ma- 
chinery, and the drudgery rather than from the standpoint of 
the schoolroom and the health and cultivation of the pupils. 
It would be a great gain if he could continually view his work 
from the standpoint of the pupils and their relation to the 
course of study and training. 


I believe that in some cases the lack of proper ventilation in 
the schoolroom results in the waste of one-third of the cost of 
the school, and an equal proportion of the efforts made by the 
pupils and their teachers. Most of our larger school buildings 
have an elaborate system of heating and ventilating designed to 
secure an abundant supply of pure air in the schoolrooms with- 
out injurious drafts, and' this provision has been made with the 
full realization of the additional expense of installing and oper- 
ating the system. In some of these buildings the ventilating 
svstem has certain defects not realized when the plan was adopt- 
ed, and requiring on the part of the janitors much intelligence 
and care if satisfactory results are to be secured. For instance, 
in some of our most carefully constructed buildings it is possi- 
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ble, thru carelessness or a want of a clear understanding of 
the construction an1 theory of the ventilating system, to allow 
the air from the water closets to circulate thru the schoolrooms. 
Not only is this true, but the air may continue to circulate 
from room to room. If the supply is drawn from th: basement, 
it adds to the contamination of the closets and the schoolrooms 
gases from the furnace, and whatever dust and other impurity 
the basement may chance to contain. 


It is also the natural outcome of the system in some of the 
buildings that the schoolrooms are flooded alternately with air 
heated to a high temperature and with that coming directly 
Írom out of doors, and having the temperature of the outside 
atmosphere even on the coldest days. These changes of temper- 
ature in the air entering the schoolrooms mav be modified by 
taking the air from the basement of the building, but this means 
cither impure air or an inadequate supply, and very likely the 
inaction of portions of the ventilating apparatus, and such an 
atmosphere in the schoolrooms as makes hard study and clear 
thought difficult or impossible. In all of our schools the plan 
of ventilation involves a full supply of fresh air from outside 
the building, and only when this supply is adequate and con- 
tinuous will proper results be secured. In many cases it is ab- 
2d dangerous to the health of the pupils to cut off this sup- 
plv 

The following strong statements concerning the evil effects 
of impure air in schoolrooms are from Morrison's * Ventilation 
and Warming of School Buildings”, edited by Dr. W. T. Harris, 
United States Commissioner of Education: 

“None except he who has given special study to the facts begins 
to realize the injurious effects of breathing impure air. i 
The temporary suffering consequent on the act of breathing vitiated 
air is but a small part of the objection to be urged against it. The 
principal charge against the breathing of impure air is that it sows 
the seeds of disease and death, the length of time in which the sub- 


ject will succumb being in proportion to his strength and power of 
endurance.” 


“Besides the general debilitating and weakening effects, which 
render the system susceptible to infectious diseases,breathing insure 
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air is believed by the best authorities to be a direct cause of phthisis 
consumption and its accompanying diseases—catarrh, bronchitis, 
pneumonia, and many others.” 


“Impure air is also believed by the best authorities to be one of 
the principal causes of epidemics. Dr. Carpenter, than whom thcre 
is no abler authority, says: ‘ It is impossible for any one who care- 
fully examines the evidence to hesitate for a moment in the conelu- 
sion that the fatality of epidemics is almost invariably in precise 
proportion to the degree in which an impure atmosphere has been 
habitually respired.' The Board of Health of New York conclude that 
forty per cent. of all deaths are caused by breathing impure air." 


"Every observing teacher knows the immediate relation between 
the vitiated air in the schoolroom and the work he wishes the pupils 
to perform. Much of the disappointment of poor lessons and the 
tendency to disorder are due directly to this cause." 

"From an economical standpoint it would, of course, be impossi- 
ble to estimate the financial waste of breathing impure air, but it 
can not but be enormous. In a comfortable atmosphere of proper 
temperature and purity as much mental labor can be accomplished 
in one hour as can be accomplished in six in an atmosphere rendered 
impure by respiration. This is, of course, but a random estimate, 
but I am quite sure that whatever error it contains is on the side 
of underestimating the deteriorating influences of impure air rather 
than of overestimating the value of pure air. If, then, we suppose 
perfect ventilation possible, and that this estimate is not overdrawn, 
the conclusion follows that in those schoolrooms where ventilation is 
imperfect and the air impure six-sevenths of the money expended to 
educate a child is wasted. Doubtless this will appear to some as an 
exaggerated statement; but, if we accept the premises (and this will 
readily be done by all who have tried to think in an unventilated 
room), the conclusion is inevitable." 


It is a singular fact that some janitors never fail to accuse 
themselves when the temperature of a schoolroom falls two or 
three degrees below the established standard, but very seldom 
feel that it is a serious matter when the temperature rises five or 
ten degrees above the standard. So far as I am aware. au- 
thorities agree that the proper temperature for a schoolroom is 
from 68 degrees to 70 degrees, and that this temperature should 
be kept uniform at all times. If the temperature of a room is 
higher than this either the pupils must suffer from lassitude and 
dullness, or the windows of the room must be opened to coun- 
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teract the influence of the excessive heat. During most of the 
vear opening the windows of a schoolroom means exposing the 
children to drafts, which naturally result in colds or worse 
troubles, and frequent absences of the pupils from school. I 
have sometimes found the temperature of alltheroomsin a 
building ranging from 75 degrees to 80 degrees. I am thankful 
to say that this is not the case in many of our schools. Sometimes 
the statement is made that the teacher complains if the heat is 
not kept up. I am not aware that any of our teachers claim 
that the temperature of the schoolrooms should be above that 
generally recognized as the standard; even if they should, it 
seems to me perfectly clear that the welfare of the pupils de- 
mands the maintenance of the standard in the rooms whatever 
may be the personal preference or opinion of the teachers. 
It ought not to be possible for any parent in Pittsfield to 
complain to the Superintendent, as has happened while writing 
this, that in one of our most perfectly equipped buildings his 
child sat yesterday in a schoolroom at 64 degrees, and sits to- 
day in the same schoolroom at 75 degrees. 


Cleanliness of all parts of the school building and of the 
school premises is essential to the best educational results. It 
it not enough that the floors and the windows and the wainscot- 
ing be free from noticeable accumulations of dirt. Every nook 
and corner of the building ought to be, not merely on specified 
days but every day, as clean as its uses permit. It is of the ut- 
most importance that all of the air passages should be free from 
any possibility of contamination from any source whatever. 
In one instance during the past year, it was found that an air 
chamber in one of our best buildings was used for the storage 
of substances which were, to say the least, dangerous to the 
health of the pupils. I have taken special pains to urge upon 
the janitors and principals the importance of removing, not 
only from the more cbservable portions of the schools, but from 
the basements and closets and premises, everything that can 
possibly contaminai2 the air or breed disease. 


Many of our sencols are cared for extremely well, but too 
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much attention and care can not be given to the essentials 
named above, and the fact can not be too much emphasized 
that upon the janitor and what he is and does, or fails to do, 
depends a large part of the success or failure of the pupils and 
teachers in their work While it is not necessary that a janitor 
should have the education required by a teacher, his personal 
character and habits, his natural intelligence and fidelity, and 
his general qualities should be equal to those which our teachers 
are expected to possess. His work should be regarded by him- 
self and by those in charge of the school as of vital importance 
from the standpoint of ihe schoolroom and its influence upon 
the objects for which the schools are maintained. 


On the second of September, 1885, Mr. James Denny was 
appointed janitor of the Fenn Street School then ready for use. 
On the second of October, 1900, fifteen years and one month 
after his appointment, he died at the school building suddenly, 
while engaged in his duties. He had left his home apparently 
in his usual health and spirits early in the morning. When 
the teachers reached the school, they found him in one of the 
rooms lying as he Lad fallen when the summons came. He 
seemed as one asleep, and seemed to have passed away without 
a struggle and without pain. In many respects he exemplified 
in his character and in his service the qualities and the spirit 
which especially fit cnc to discharge the duties required of him 
in an acceptable manner. In all his long service I doubt if it 
was ever felt by the teachers of the school that he had inten- 
tionally done anything contrary to the letter, or the spirit of the 
requirements, or that he had neglected any service which the 
success of the school required, and which lay within his power. 
In his death the teachers felt that they had lost not only a faith- 
ful helper, but a cheerful, true-hearted friend and companion. 


FROM THE REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE 


TOWN OF PITTSFIELD, 1850—1851. 


“The change needed in the instruction of our schools to make 
them better than they now are, is not a change requiring an in- 
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creased number of studies to be taught, but rather a less number. 
How is the fact to be explained that there are so many poor spellers 
and readers, so many scrawlers, so many automatic arithmeticians, 
so many geozraphers with neither latitude nor longitude, except by 
another fact, that these elementary branches are taught superfi- 
cially, and our children hurried on in pursuit of Physiology, Philoso- 
phy and other studies equally unsuited to youthful learners."

ATTENDANCE. 


The record of membership and attendance here presented 
covers the natural school vear from September, 1899, to June, 
1900. As a means of comparision, its value is much impaired 
by the extraordinary prevalence of measles and other contagious 
diseases during the last spring term. ‘The unusual prevalence of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, and whooping cough during the fall 
term has also been very disastrous to regularity of attendance 
and progress in schoo] work, as will appear in the statistical re- 
port for next year. 

Nothwithstanding the general irregularity of attendance, it 
is worthy of notice that the High School and the Solomon L. 
Russell School, the only two that had over 95 per cent. of at- 
tendance last vear, bave had over 95 per cent. of attendance 
again this year. In the case of the High School the record is 
even better than for last vear. Last year there were in the city 
44 schoolrooms having over 94 per cent. of attendance, this 
year there were but 31; last year there were 28 having over 95 
per cent., this vear there were but 19. Had the conditions 
affecting regularity of attendance remained essentially the same 
as last vear, a comparison of the records for the two years 
would have shown the effect of St. Joseph's Parochial School 
upon the membership and attendance of the public schools. 
Under the conditions that have prevailed, only the general 
effects are shown. 
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The following statement shows the attendance by months for 
the last six years:

As the figures for 1898-1899 include 
the pupils now attending St. Joseph's Parochial School and rep- 
resent more nearly the conditions actually existing in Pitts- 
field, they are also inserted.

CENSUS. 


The difficulties encountered in taking the census last year 
induced the Committee to divide the city into two sections, one 
east and the other west of the line made by North Street 
and South Street, the section east of this line being given to one 
enumerator and the section west of the line being given to an- 
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other. The census as returned by the enumerators showed the 
following results: 
Children between 5 and 15, 3892. 
Children between 7 and 14, 2778. 
According to this enumeration, the number of children be- 
tween 5 and 15 years of age in Pittsfield, September, 1900, was 
227 less than in September, 1899. This does not seem probable. 
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SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


GENERAL REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


General—The minor repairs of buildings, furniture, and 
other school property have been carefully attended to as occa- 
sion has required thruout the year. These repairs are almost 
endless in number and variety. Some of them might seem to be 
of small account, and some of greater consequence, but attention 
to each and every one is necessary to prevent inconvenience to 
teachers and pupils, and even serious damage to school property. 

The following repairs and improvements have been made at 
the schools named: 

High School.—During the summer the steam pipes were covered 
to prevent the useless condensation of steam thruout the building; 
bends in the pipes under the doors entcring the bicycle rooms were 
straightened to prevent the collection of water hindering the re- 
turn of the drip to the boilers; the outside doors entering these 
rooms were raised so as to be on a level with the outside surface 
and to prevent surface water from running into the basement. 
Concrete was laid around the building close to the foundation walls 
to keep surface water from the walls and the basement. It was 
found that the location of the electric motor which drives the fans 
was such as to expose it to grounding, and the motor was moved to 
& position near the center of the basement within the portion de- 
voted to the heating apparatus. The original construction of the 
roof was such as to throw a large part of the drainage over the two 
eastern entrances. This resulted in the freezing of the conductors 
so as to form ice masses above and about these entrances and to 
threaten the walls themselves. It was decided to raise the eastern 
edge of the flat portion of the roof so as to prevent the water from 
flowing off the eastern slope and to provide a conductor leading 
from the roof to the basement thru the attic, a corner of the auditori- 
um balcony, the southeastern air shaft of the auditorium, and 
thence to the surface of the lawn east of the building. By this 
means it is hoped that the water will no longer cause any difficulty 
over the eastern entrances. 

Center Intermediate.—The walls thruout were cleaned and kalso- 
mined. The boiler was reset and repaired. The roof was patched 
as required. The closets were repaired. 
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Linden Street.—It was found necessary to relay some of the 
chimneys. The blackboard in Room 3 was lowered to correspond 
with those in Rooms 1 and 2, and the blackboards thruout the build- 
ing were put in order, The roof has continued to leak, and the City 
Council was asked to make an appropriation sufficient to put a new 
roof on the building. They appropriated only the amount required 
to reroof the east and west gables covering the third story school- 
rooms and to patch the rest of the roof. 

Orchard Street.—New flues were put into the east boiler, and some 
minor repairs were made. A general rearrangement of the grounds 
was made. The space in front of the buildings was mainly devoted 
to lawn, a portion in front of the Training School being reserved 
for the pupils. The walks were concreted and evergreen trees were 
set out. The result is one of the most artistic school yards in the 
city, and much relief from the noisy and unseemly conduct for which 
the premises of that school have been distinguished. 

William B. Rice.—During the summer vacation the heating ap- 
paratus was thoroly overhauled and rearranged by the Fuller and 
Warren Company, by whom it was originally installed. 'The venti- 
lating outlet of the third story rooms was connected with the north 
chimney instead of the former exit thru the roof; chain regulators 
were substituted for the dials governing the air admitted to the 
rooms; new castings were provided where necessary; and such 
other changes and repairs were made as in the judgment of the 
company’s representative seemed needed. Storm-doors were built 
go as to enclose fully the east and west porches. 


Fenn Street.—Concrete was laid close to the building to prevent 
the surface water from flooding the basement. 

Redfield.—' The closet ventilation has been improved by changing 
some of tbe pipes so as to lead directly into the air shaft in the 
attic, and the urinals in the boys' closets have been reset and pro- 
vided with additional leader pipes to prevent stoppage. 
 Russell.—Gutters and roof repaired. 

Briggs.—Concrete walk repaired. The shutters of the cupola have 
been made free to move and connected with wires so as to be opened 
and shut from below. "This enables the janitor to regulate the open- 
ings according to the direction of the wind and thus to secure the 
best results from the heating and ventilating apparatus. 

Stearnsville.—To accommodate the classes, a recitation room was 
secured on the west side of the hall on the second floor by removing 
a partition and supplying suitable furniture and heating apparatus. 
The building was struck by lightning during the summer vacation, 
causing considerable injury to the tower. The damage was made 
good by the insurance companies. 
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Pontoosuc.—The basement was concreted; drinking fountains 
were put in the front halls, one on the upper floor and one on the 
lower. A cesspool for their drainage was constructed near the 
southeast corner of the school lot. Concrete gutters were laid to 
take the water from the roof away from the building. The desks 
in the rooms on the lower floor were rearranged so as to give more 
ample aisles and bring the pupils nearer the centers of the rooms. 
This secures better light for study, and is in every way an improve- 
ment. 


Onota Street.—The fence on the west side of the school lot was 
repaired. 


Junction.—The roof was repaired, and furniture was set in the 
south room to permit the opening of an additional schoolroom. 


Coltsville.—Roof repaired, and repairs made on fence along the 
west side of the lot. 


Tracy.—Closet repaired. 
Síkes.—Roof reshingled. 


Morewood.—Closets repaired, blackboards painted, bridge to spring 
made secure, fence along the west side of the lot repaired. 


Barkerville.—Roof repaired, and fence along east side of lot 
strairhtened. 


West Pittsfield.—Fence along east side of the lot straightened, 
blackboards painted, schoolroom ceiled with wood. 


Osceola.—Cellar windows rehung. 

West Part.—Foundations pointed. The stove in this building has 
given much trouble for several years. It was found to be due to 
the lack of proper care. 

North Woods.—Fence repaired, and grounds graded to throw 
water away from the building. 


PECK'S SCHOOLHOUSE. 


At the request of the School Committee, the City Council 
appropriated $1,426.26 to provide an additional schoolroom for 
the better accommodation of this vicinity. It was decided to make 
the addition to the south of the building. The added room is 
amply lighted from the south and east, the west wall being left 
blank so that the pupils may have the south windows at their 
left. The former entrances are retained and accommodate 
both the old and new rooms. The west entrance is protected by 
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use when attention is called to them. The free text-book sys- 
tem involves some difficulties and has some features which must 
be disagreeable to sensitive parents and pupils, but which can 
hardly be avoided without just complaint on the part of many 
tax payers who would feel obliged to make use of books in worse 
condition than those likely to be found in our schools. 

To avoid as far as possible the transmission of contagious dis- 
eases thru books and other school materials, many precautions 
have been taken. Each pupil is expected to keep his own pencil 
and other materials of the same kind, and provision is made for 
securing this result. It is recommended that each pupil shall 
provide his own drinking cup. The School Committee has 
voted that as far as possible books be distributed to individual 
pupils to be retained by them instead of passing books indis- 
criminately to the members of a class, and in every way possible 
teachers are expected to prevent the interchange of books and 
supplies among different pupils. When it is believed that books 
either at school or at the homes of pupils have been exposed to 
contagion, it is expected that they will be burned and accounted 
for accordingly. Whenever it seems necessary to fumigate a 
schoolroom, care is taken to open the books and expose all the 
materials used by the pupils, so that they may be cleansed from 
all contamination. 

Last spring the Conunittee authorized the purchase of what 
is known as the ^Season Apparatus" designed to show the va- 
rious motions of the earth in its relation to the sun and the ef- 
fects of these relations in producing change of seasons and the 
elTects thereof. 

Microscopes of simple construction and small cost have been 
purchased for all the primary schools in the city as a means of 
increasing interest in the Information and Cutlure work, and 
of giving to the pupils early in their course some conception 
of the wondrous delicacy and exquisite detail to be found in the 
minute natural objects about them. 

To carry out the plan of the Supervisor of Drawing for color 
work in the primary grades, ink wells have been provided for 
ihe desks of all the pupils.

INCREASE OF EXPENSES PER CAPITA. 


As was suggested in last year's report, the per capita expense 
of maintaining our schools for the past year was much larger 
than it was for the preceding year. This increase is due partly 
to a decrease in the number of pupils consequent upon the 
opening of the Parochial School, and partly to an increase of 
expenditure—$681.61 for water and $3.583.23 for teachers’

SARAH J. MURPHY, DIED APRIL 6, 1900, AGED 25 YEARS. 


Miss Murphy was born in Pittsfield, and was educated in our 
Public Schools. She was graduated from the High School in 
1893, and from the Training School in 1894. From that time 
until her death she taught in the Morningside School. 

From the first she was successful in her work. With the 
most painstaking care and with entire firmness of discipline, she 
combined rare graciousness of manner and an unusual power 
of winning the respect and affection of her pupils. She was al- 
ways faithful, courteous, and loyal in her relations to her as- 
sociates and to the school authorities. 

At a meeting of the teachers of the Public Schools, held April 
24, 1900, the following expression of appreciation and sympathy 
was adopted. 

Whereas, It has pleased God to take from our companionship and 
her labors on earth our friend and fellow-teacher Sarah J. Murphy;

spiring them to the nest of which they were capable. 

Resolved, That we extcnd to her family and friends in their great 
affiction our heartfelt sympathy, thankful for the consolation of 
her blameless life and her hope of a blessed immortality, and grate- 
ful for the inheritance of her beautiful character and example.

SPECIAL REPORTS. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—In aecordance with your request I take pleasure 
in submitting herewith'a report oí the condition of the Pitts- 
field High School for the year just completed. 

The routine work of the school for the year just past is too 
well known to you and the members of the School Committee 
to need a very exhaustive report from me. I shall, therefore, 
confine myself closely to those features of it with which only one 
who is in close touch with the school would be likely to be con- 
versant. 

In general the condition of the school, I am pleased to say, is 
better than at any time in its history, so far as I am acquainted 
with it. Our pupils have done the work with more apparent 
ease, the spirit of the school has never been better, and the gen- 
eral scholarship has never been on a higher plane. This condi- 
tion of affairs has not been brought about by any radical 
changes, it being the conviction of those in charge that a higher 
degree of efficiency is to be attained by attempting to perfect 
what appears to be u fairly successful policy. 


USE OF THE SCHOOL LIBRARY. 


During the past year all pupils of the school have beeen given 
free access to the library at all times under no restrictions what- 
ever. This plan has worked well. No book, so far as is 
known, has been lost because of this liberty, and the number of 
books consulted has been largely in excess of that of former 
years. The pupils have, for the most part, taken great pains to 
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sec that ail borrowed books have been returned when opportu- 
nity presented itself. 

I take this opportunity, in behalf of the school, to thank Mr. 
William B. Rice for his gift of the Messages of the Presidents 
to the school library, also to express like thanks to others who 
have contributed to the value and efficiency of the library. 


AS A FITTING SCHOOL. 


While it has never been the aspiration of those who have had 
the direction of its affairs to make the Pittsfield High School 
in any special sense a fitting school for the various colleges and 
higher institutions of learning, it nas, nevertheless, been doing 
commendable work in this direction. At the present time, over 
eighty of.its graduates are attending colleges, normal schools and 
professional schools. With hardly an exception the quality of 
the work our gradaales are doing in these institutions is highly 
satisfactory both to the High School and to the colleges. Last 
July for the first time the Yale examinations were held in our 
building. 

THE BUSINESS DEPARTMENT. 


The average number of students availing themselves of this 
department of our curriculum has l.een rather more than thirty. 
The quality of their work has been on a par with that of the othér 
departments of the school, and has been very gratifying. This 
course, made up as it is, of intensely practical subjects, is sure, 
in my opinion, to be one of the features of our High School for 
all time. This course has come to stay, and the progressive ' 
schools have already made suitable provision for it. With 
us Commercial Law, Commerciai Arithmetic, Commercial 
Geography, Typewriting, Bookkeeping, Shorthand and 
English are the subjects treated at greatest length. 
It goes without saying that these subjects give to every 
young person the qualifications necessary for a success- 
ful entrance into life. A good handwriting, a thoro knowledge 
of Arithmetic, an «understanding of the laws of business, an 
abilitv to keep accounts accurately, to operate the typewriter, 
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and compose an effective letter are accomplishments calculated 
to fit one for a successful career in any mercantile or clerical 
pursuit. Our High School is trying as best it can to accom- 
plish these objects. 


THE LUNCH COUNTER. 


Not the least of the aids which have contributed something 
to the success of the past year has been a well-managed and 
well-patronized lunch counter. No one can appreciate the 
benefits of such an adjunct as well as the observing teacher. 
Previous to starting the counter it required the utmost inge- 
nuity of the teacher to do even creditable work during the last 
periods of the day. During the past two years the change has 
been marked. The pupils are much less fatigued for the latter 
part of the session, and the teachers find these periods nearly if 
not fully as desirable as those of the earlier part of the dav. 
While it has never been the object of the scheme to make 
money, yet the financial status of the counter is highly satisfac- 
tory. The average net gain from this source last year was $1.29 
per week. When the general health of the school is considered, 
I believe an immense gain has been made, not to be computed in 
dollars and cents. 

CONCLUSION. 


In concluding my tenth annual report of the High School, I 
can not do better than to employ much the same sentiments 
which I have heretofore made use of. I am confident that a 
very large share of the well-being of the school is due to the pu- 
pils, who because of their almost universal courtesy and con- 
sideration have contributed no small share to our success; large- 
lv too to the teachers associated with me for their good-will and 
co-operation-elements whieh I have never found lacking or 
grudgingly given. Much also belonzs to vou and the members 
of the School Committee for helpful suggestions and financial 
assistance. I gladly take this occasion to thank all for the sup- 
port thus willingly given.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the Training School for the vear ending December 14, 1900. 

Our plan of work this year has been. first to awaken thought 
to make the pupils kncw something about the matter in hand, 
and then seek to arouse their feelings in view of what they ' 
know and think. In the reading classes in the lower grades, 
the pupil does not read a sentence until the thought suggested 
i3 clear in his mind. In the higher grades, small dictionaries 
are used, that the pupils may learn how to speak correctly un- 
familiar words, to know how to divide words into svllables, and 
to place the accent in the proper place. In following the out- 
line of Information and Culture, we have combined the Lan- 
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guage Lessons and the spelling, also illustrative work in Draw- 
ing. Special attention has been given to Spelling, a most nec- 
essary requisite to possess and cultivate, altho often slighted in 
schools, to give more time to other studies deemed more impor- 
tant. 

Many helpful devices have been used in teaching these sub- 
jects. The teachers have not given all their attention to the 
subject matter, but they have endeavored to study the nature, 
ihe capacity, and the terdencies of their pupils. 

One of the marked features of the excellent results obtained 
by our zealous corps of teachers this year, is that the pupils 
seemed to realize at all times that their store of knowledge was 
increasing and that their powers were being strengthened. This 
information discovered by the pupils themselves, is of incalcu- 
lable value for future progress and development. 

Mr. Denison, Supervisor of the Drawing, and Professor 
Smith, teacher of Music, have both been painstaking. As a 
result of their efforts much progress has been manifested in all 
the grades. 

Three exercises have been given this term to teachers outside 
our building to show the methods we use in teaching. One ex- 
ercise was given before the County Convention of Teachers, 
the other two before the Committee and the City teachers of 
the first and second grades. 

In September, seven young women were admitted to the 
Training School. They have taken hold of the work with an 
earnestness that is very gratifying. J would recommend that 
single chairs and desks be furnished in rooms 2 and 3. The 
furniture now in use is very old, and the surface of the desks 
very uneven. 

That we may have sufficient light during the short days in 
winter, and in cloudy weather to see to perform our work, I rec- 
ommend that Electric Lights be placed in all rooms up stairs 
in our building. 

At the graduating exercises held in June, four young women 
received diplomas. Their work during their course of study 
and practice in the Training School, was very satisfactory.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Superintendent Eugene Bouton: 


Dear Sir:—My program is so arranged that the seventh, 
eighth, and ninth grades with the exception of Stearnsville and 
Pontoosuc have a lesson every week, and the sixth grade at the 
W. B. Rice, Orchard Street, Linden Street, and the Redfield 
School nearly every week. At Stearnsville and Peck’s the 
schools close at three thirty, which makes my time rather lim- 
ited, but at Onota, Morewood, and the Junction they are in 
session till four o’clock, which is a great help. Since the re- 
grading at Stearnsville the music is decidedly better. In all 
the rooms of the first grade we have good teachers and the re- 
sults are very satisfactory, altho we have some obstacles to 
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overcome. We lack the Kindergarten, which is quite essential 
to the best first year’s work, also pupils being admittted to the 
grade twice each year, and lack of staff room. Mr. Howard, 
who spoke at Teachers’ Institute a year ago, said we should 
have eighteen feet of staff.for the first grade. I would be glad 
if we could have twelve. 

In the second grade we are doing more advanced work than 
heretofore—taking up the divided beat, dotted notes, etc. The 
third grade is doing finely with its book and I notice a marked 
improvement in reading words, as well as notes. The fourth 
grade takes up the nine major keys with pitch names of the 
scales. The fifth grade reviews the nine major keys with more 
difficult exercises introducing sharp four and flat seven. The 
sixth grade takes up the chromatic scale in the first nine major 
keys with quite difficult exercises introducing all the acciden- 
tals in the first nine keys. The seventh grade. takes up 
the six remaining major scales, also the six remaining chromatic 
scales and the Harmonic and Melodic minor scales in the fifteen 
keys, and the teachers need to be somewhat musical to be suc- 
cessful. The work of the eighth and ninth grades is review of 
their previous grammar school work with more difficult exer- 
cises and is creditable. The music in the grammar grades is 
difficult and needs a piano, but an instrument is not necessary 
in the lower grades. The piano at Orchard Street can not be 
tuned, the tuning pegs in the bass being loose. The work of 
the High School is chorus drill, and there is a good degree of 
interest. Pupils are in the High School four years and need va- 
riety and quite a quantity of music. We have one book that is 
good, and one that has about sixty pages with no bass. We 
have had quite a little Octavo music which soon gets torn and 
numbers lost. A new book would give us not only pleasure 
but profit. 

In the Training School I meet the pupil teachers each week 
a half hour before school, and they are doing good systematic 
work. They need to get a good outline thru the seventh 
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grade and be able to sing easy exercises at sight. I am ably and 
cheerfully seconded by the Principal.

A Review of the Pittsfield Public School System. 
BY WILLIAM PE. RICE. 


In the school report of 1879-1880, a historical sketch of the 
Pittsfield public schools from the beginning to that date may be 
found, written by the late J. E. A. Smith. "The present is an 
appropriate time to bring before the people a brief review of the 
changes that have taken place and the progress that has been 
made since 1880. 

On the School Committee are two persons, who were mem- 
bers of the Board at that time, Dr. W. M. Mercer and W. B. 
Rice. Of the teachers then in the service of the city only nine 
remain,—Misses Abby J. Barnes, Jennie A. Bull, A. P. Ed- 
wards, E. K. Manning, Margaret A. Reilly, Clara E. Rogers, S. 
J. Smith, S. E. Stevens, and Agnes M. Reid. 

Most of the schoolhouses built by the town, in accordance 
with the vote passed in 1849, were still in use in 1880, and most 
of them are still so used. They were all made after one plan, 
differing only in size. They remain at Coltsville, Tracy, Sikes (not 
now occupied), Holmes, Morewood, Barkerville, and North 
Woods. The West Part and Peck’s buildings were substantially 
of the same plan. At Pontoosuc and Stearnsville were build- 
ings of the same pattern, and as the number of pupils created a 
demand for more room, it was provided by converting the wood- 
house in the rear of the main building in each case into a school- 
room, and when more room was needed, it was secured by mov- 
ing back the little building and inserting floor, sides, and roof 
between it and the main building. By this means room was 
secured and that was all. 'This false economy ruled long, too 
long. The School Committee regularly, at each annual meeting 
urged upon the town the necessity for more and better accom- 
modations for the school children, but in spite of all their efforts 
they were invariably worsted in town meeting by some one's 
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moving that the matter should be indefinitely postponed, and 
postponed it was uniformly. 

The Orchard Street Training School building was first oc- 
cupied in 1880. For a long time the great number of children 
in that quarter had greatly overtaxed the capacity of available 
school room. This building afforded four additional school- 
rooms all upon the ground floor, the Committee having charge 
of construction deeming it not advisable to erect a building of 
two stories. The reasons which governed them, whether good 
or bad, were disregarded in the changes made in the building in 
1895, when four additional rooms were provided by raising the 
roof and adding a second story. 

The cost of the original building and lot in1880 was $8,673.87, 
the cost of the building in 1895 was $9,118.60, making the 
total cost of the building as it now stands, $17,792.47. Other 
important changes have been made in heating and ventilating 
apparatus since the original building was constructed. 

The brick schoolhouse at Pontoosuc was erected in 1884. It 
provided four rooms in place of one fairly good one judged by 
the old ideas and standards, and one that was hardly good 
enough for a wood shed—a very bad schoolroom certainly. One 
of these new rooms was not needed for school purposes for a 
while, but the entire building has been so used for the last ten 
years. A building of wood at an estimated cost of six thousand 
dollars was at first contemplated, but before the building was 
begun the town wisely reconsidered its action, decided to build 
of brick and added four thousand dollars to the appropriation. 
The cost was $10,199.12. The steam apparatus formerly at the 
abandoned Russell school building was removed to the Pontoo- 
suc building. 

The pressure of school population in the vicinitv of Silver 
Lake now became so great that the erection of an additional 
school building in that neighborhood could no longer be de- 
ferred. Accordingly a lot vas purchased at the corner of Fenn and 
Second Streets and a schoolhouse with eight rooms was erected 
in 1885. It was built by the Munyan Bros. at a cost for lot and 
building of $42,994.85. It was intended and expected that this 
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building would enable the school authorities to abandon the 
old Silver Lake schoolhouse, but the number of scholars made 
it necessary to make use of this building to a greater or less 
extent for a number of years. The Fenn Street building has 
been fully occupied since its completion, being at times greatly 
over crowded. Many of the children attending there come from 
long distances to the south and southeast, and to those conver- 
sant with the situation, another schoolhouse located on the east 
side of the Housatonic, appears to be the demand of the imme- 
diate future. 

About 1885, or a little later, the Boston and Albany Railroad 
Co., for convenience and to secure more ample facilities for the 
handling of its freight business, involving much switching 
for the rearrangement of cars, removed the greater part of its 
business from the center of the town to the junction of the Bos- 
ton & Albany and the Pittsfield & North Adams railroad. The 
expected removal of many of the employes to that point indicat- 
ed the need of more school room there. The building there 
would accommodate seme 15 or 20 pupils. A lot was secured a 
little north of the old site, which abutted on the railroad and 
the highway at the northeast corner of the bridge. In 1888 a 
brick schoolhouse of two rooms was built at the cost of 
$2,422.44. 

The next important school building was erected in 1889 at 
the corner of Linden Street and Robbins Avenue, and cost 
$43,102.04. The growth of the town in that quarter rapidly 
outstripped all the calculations of the school authorities, and 
the scanty school accommodations were over crowded. The rooms 
available were in the Union Street building and the large one 
on Francis Avenue, bcth still standing and bearing witness to 
the notion which governed in Pittsfield not so very long ago as 
to what constituted proper accommodations for school children. 
The Union Street building having been placed over a bog, the 
cellar in wet seasons was liable to be flooded with water and sev- 
eral times was so flooded. The Francis Avenue building had done 
duty at an earlier day et the center of the village, standing 
about where the fountain east of the Brown block now is. It 
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was considered a stroke of economy to move at great expense 
the heavy old building to the spot where it now stands. It was 
intended for a good building. It was substantially built, but 
it never was a good school building. The best part of the room 
in both stories was devoted to entrances, which were spacious, 
and the schoolrooms were in the center, poorly lighted, with 
no ventilation, and other appointments to correspond. This 
Francis Avenue schoolhouse was occupied by the High School 
after the destruction of the High School building in March, 
1876, while the new building was in process of erection. 

The Linden Street building contained at first thirteen re- 
gular schoolrooms, and two recitation rooms, to which two re- 
gular schoolrooms were afterwards added, in the third story or 
attic. It will accommodate 600 pupils, and at one time had a 
membership of nearly 750. Thru some fault in plan of con- 
struction the walls of this building have settled unevenly and 
the condition of the roof has caused much trouble. Provision 
should have been made also for admitting more light to the 
halls. 

The next building made necessary by the growth of the town 
was the school at Morningside, which in 1899 was called the 
William B. Rice School. It was built in 1890 at a cost of 
$24,031.55, and was thought at the time of its construction to 
be ample provision for the next twenty or twenty-five years. 
The second ward, in which it is located, was in 1890 the smallest 
ward in the city, but the rapid growth of the city in that dir- 
ection, and especially the location there of the Stanley Electric 
Works would seem to indicate that in the near future more 
school room will be needed. 

In 1892, on account of the unsatisfactory condition of the 
schoolhouse at Stearnsville, and the need of providing for a 
considerable number of advanced pupils living inconveniently 
remote from the center grammar schools, it was determined to 
erect a new and better building on the old site. This was done 
at a cost of about $9,500. It contains four regular sehoolrooms, 
and a recitation room has recently been provided at small cost. 

On the 6th of March, 1895, the High School building was 
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again destroved by fire. This event precipitated upon the city 
the immediate settlement of a question that had for a long time 
bcen under consideration. "The desirability of a location for the 
High School that would better accommodate the great majority 
of those who desired to attend was evident. It seemed to many 
that it would be well (this was before the fire) to move the High 
School to a point nearer the center of population, and devote 
the building to be vacated by the High School to meeting the 
need of larger and better accommodations for the pupils of the 
lower grades in that part of the city. The fire ended this dis- 
cussion. 

Diligent search was at once made for suitable quarters for 
the High School. The new West Block on the corner of West 
Street and Clapp Avenue was decided upon. The entire upper 
story was secured, and between March 6 and April 1 partitions 
were set, the plastering done, steam pipes and the necessary 
plumbing put in, so that at the latter date the school was duly 
installed in its new home. It remained there until the end of 
June 1897, a period of two years and three months. The lease 
expiring at that time was not renewed because of the unwill- 
ingness of the proprietors to renew it for a less period than 
one year. 

For the fall term of 1897 the school was quartered in the 
Center School building, the ninth grade pupils with Miss Pat- 
ten, their teacher, going to the Redfield School, the eighth grade 
to the Briggs School, the seventh to Merrill's Block, and the 
fifth and sixth grades to the upper story of the Fenn Street 
School. Miss Patten was stricken with illness at the Redfield 
building, and carried to her home where she died January 18, 
1298. The High School first occupied the new building at the 
beginning of the vear 189s. 

Simultaneously with the search for a temporary home for 
the High School, began the search for a site for a permanent 
one. One site regarded with much favor was the Oman place 
on North Street opposite to Maplewood, but the pronounced 
opposition of the owner of that resort led to its speedy aband- 
onment. ‘The lot on First Street cast of St. Joseph's Church, 
and the corner of Fenn and First Streets south of the Lutheran 
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Chureh, were among the sites considered, bui opinion finally 
scttled on the site east of the Common. The advantage of abut- 
ting on the Common had great weight, and while for the pres- 
ent there are manifest inconveniences, it will, not unlikely come 
more and more to be felt that all things considered the best avail- 
able site was selected. It is no part of this history to detail the 
discussions and plans, and the slow progress of the work. Two 
years and ten mouths after the fire, the school entered its new 
house, at the beginning of 1898. 

While the High School building was going up, other school- 
houses were built as follows: The Solomon L. Russell building 
of eight rooms costing $33,960.61 was first occupied at the 
beginning of the fall term, 1896. The Redfield building with 
eight rooms, costing $41,917.27 was also first occupied at the 
same time. The Briggs building, so named in honor of the late 
Gov. George N. Briggs, was much delayed by bad workmanship. 
The walls, after being well advanced were condemned as inse- 
cure, taken down and rebuilt, the structure being finally com- 
pleted at a cost of $30,660.08. It contained six schoolrooms 
and was first occupied at the opening of the fall term 1897. 

In 1899 a schoolroom, which had remained unfinished, was 
prepared for occupation at the Onota Street building at the 
cost of $1000. During the summer of 1900 an addition has 
heen made to the Peck’s School of one room costing about 
$1,400. 

The following table shows at a glance the additions made to 
the school property of Pittsfield since 1880, and the cost:

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Great improvement has been made in sanitary conditions. 
This is due partly to a better understanding of what good sani- 
tary conditions are, and partly to the means at command to se- 
cure them. Twenty years ago these conditions were in many 
cases very bad, but they might easily have been better. Now, 
they are in many instances hardly subject to adverse criticism. 
Publie education along this line has marked a decided advance, 
and its benefits have not been confined to our school buildings. 

The valuation of Pittsfield's school property in 1885, as made 
by the town's assessors, was $180,000. As made by the city's 
assessors in 1900, it was $521,850. "The valuation of 1885 in- 
cluded furniture, that for 1900 does not.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Public Works present herewith 
a report of the work which has been under their charge during 
. the year 1900. 

An unusually large amount of work has been done during 
the year, especially is this true of the highwav department. 
The Citv Government has accepted a number of streets, and in 
most cases an appropriation for working the same was made. 
This, with the larze amount of gutter paving. laving of new 
sewer and water mains, surface drainage work, etc., has made 
it a busy vear for this department. 


WATER WORKS. 


The large number of water extensions which have been 
made during the last few vears. and the fact that work in the 
building line has been rather quiet this vear. has resulted for 
few calls for the cxtension of water mains. During the vear 
the mains have been extended in Tillotson's road, Woodlawn 
Avenue. Cole Avenue, Grevlock Avenue, Turner Avenue, Sev- 
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mour and Essex Streets. The supply of water during the year 
has been ample, although towns in the vicinity have suffered 
from drouths. This is attributed in a great part to the con- 
stant vigilance over the reservoirs by the caretaker, emploved 
for that purpose. 

The City Council, acting upon the recommendation made by 
the Board last vear, this vear made an appropriation of $40,000 
tor building a dam and making other improvements at Ashlev 
Lake. The Board engaged Mr. E. A. Ellsworth, of Holyoke, 
to make plans and specifications for the proposed dam. It was 
necessary to build a new highway below the present dam and 
to get the Town of Washington to discontinue the old one. 
This has been done, and at a special town meeting called for 
the purpose, the Town accepted the road built by the Citv and 
voted to discontinue the old road across the present dam. The 
board, in behalf of the City, entered into an agreement with 
the Selectmen of Washington, that in consideration of the 
Town accepting and caring for the new road, and discontinu- 
ing the old one, the City would pav the Town of Washington 
the sum of $150 and take care of the water ways built by the 
City under the new road. Bids were asked for the building 
of the dam and were opened on November 20, 1900. There 
were 21 bidders. The contract was awarded to Strauss 
Brothers, of Wallingford, Conn., for $24.336, they being the 
lowest bidders. AM bids were based upon estimated quantities. 

We should make Ashley Lake capable of taking care of all 
of the water in its watershed. This the proposed new dam 
will do. The conditions at present are such that we have to 
open the gate each Spring and let the water waste away, which 
is sorely needed during the drv season. By great care this 
dry vear we have hac plenty of water. but this has been brought 
about only by opening and closing the gate at the Lake each 
day. 

The several sources of our water supplv need constant watch- 
fulness and care. The chances of pollution of our brooks, 
winding as thev do through farms where the buildings are, in 
some cases, altogether too close. We have called the attention 
of the Citv Government to this danger for several vears. Under 
the present Jaw the State Board of Health can do much to 
remedy this condition and their aid should be asked by the 
Citv. Ashley Lake. our chief source of supply, is free from 
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much of this danger, the City owning the land around it, and 
it being above all sources of pollution. 


METERS. . 


The City Council this vear made an appropriation for water 
meters. These have been attached to a number of large con- 
sumers, and while we have not had time as vet to determine, 
it will, no doubt, result in a large saving of water to the Citv.

BRADFORD STREET DRAIN, 


Work on this svstem was extended this vear by the laving 
of laterals in Northrup Street from Bradford Street to Union 
Street, and a distance of about three hundred feet southerly 
in Robbins Avenue. Three catch basins were put in on Union 
Street and two on Robbins Avenue connecting with the drain. 


CITY HALL, LIGHT, ETC. 


Considerable has been done at the City Hall this vear in the 
matter of new fixtures and repair. The assessors’ rooms have 
been improved by the addition of new oak fixtures. The audit- 
ors office has also had a number of new fixtures in the wav 
of railings and desks. The two main halls have been newlv 
painted making a cecided improvement. The fire proof vault 
which was started last vear was finished early in the vear by 
the installation of steel fittings. Mr. Frederick Andrews, who 
had held the position of janitor of the Citv Hall since the in- 
ception of the Citv Government died after a short illness on 
October rsth. Mr. Andrews was a faithful and efficient officer 
for the city and his death was received among the officers at 
the City Hall with the keenest regret. Edward P. Rvan was 
appointed to the position made vacant bv the death of Mr. 
Andrews and commenced his duties on November I, 1900. 


WIDENING POMEROY AVENUE. 


That portion of Pomeroy Avenue which lies between the 
house of George Noble and the Cutting bridge has been too 
narrow to admit two teams passing each other with safety. 
This vear the roadway has been widened and gravelled for a 
long distance easterly and westerly. The culvert which runs 


under the road extended. and new railings put up at a cost of 
S850. 
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TACONIC STREET, 


This street between Pomeroy and Wendell Avenues was this 
year accepted as a public way, and an appropriation of $300 
made for working it. The roadway was worked to grade, new 
gutters put in and it is now a pleasant thoroughfare. 


BRIGGS AVENUE. 


Briggs Avenue from Weller Avenue to Pontoosuc Avenue 
has been worked, paved, gutters put in and connected with 
catch basins at the corner of Weller Avenue, which carries the 
surface water in a drain through lower Briggs Avenue. This 
was a difficult street to work owing to the grade. The work 
was done within the appropriation, which was $500. 


CIRCULAR AVENUE, 


The City Council this vear accepted that portion of Circular 
Avenue between Francis Avenue and Daniels Avenue. The 
roadway was worked to grade and gravelled. The catch basin 
on the east end of the street was repaired and pipe put in to 
carry off surface water. A retaining wall was built on the 
north side to protect the Lasch propertv. 


REPAIRING WAHCONAH STREET MACADAM, 


That portion of Wahconah Street between Park street anc 
Lenox avenue which was a part of the first macadam laid bv 
the City was this vear taken up and a new roadwav of trap 
rock put in. In the construction of this road originally, native 
flint stone was used with a top dressing of trap rock. The 
trap rock would not bind with the flint and the road was in 
an unsatisfactory condition. A good substantial roadway of 
trap rock was put in and thoroughly rolled, a drain put in under 
the roadway on the south end to provide for carrving away 
surface water in a proposed drain through Park street, and a 
cobble stone gutter laid on the east side of the street from 
Park street to Lenox avenue. 
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NEW MACADAM ROADS. 


The macadam on Columbus avenue, which had lost almost 
every semblance of being a macadam road, was this vear re- 
placed with a road of trap rock. The street was brought to 
grade, a surface of nine inches of trap rock put in and rolled 
down hard. Cobble stone gutters were laid on the north and 
south sides of the street for its entire length. This street car- 
ries a heavv traffic and is now in good shape. 

The conditions on Fenn street were worse if anything than 
on Columbus avenue. The old road, which was originally built 
of native flint stone. was picked up and the material used to re- 
pair some streets where the traffic was lighter, and which 
worked well on them. A good surface of trap rock was then 
put in and thoroughlv rolled. Cobble stone gutters were laid 
on the north side of the street from Pearl street to First street 
and the other gutters repaired where it was necessary. 


DANIELS AVENUE GUTTERS. 


This street between Linden street and Madison avenue, and 
which was almost identical with Francis avenue, was this vear 
put in condition ana the gutters paved on both sides of the 
street with cobble s:one connecting with those to Alder street. 


GEORGE STREET GUTTERS. 


The west end of this street which carries considerable sur- 
face water and which washed out with every severe storm. 
was this vear improved by the paving of about 200 feet on each 
side of the street with cobble stone. A good cobble 
gutter was also laid across the intersection of Elizabeth street 
and George street. This has been a decided improvement. 


KING STREET. 


This street was this vear worked to the grade established 
bv the City Government. from near Martin street north to 
Campbell street, and a good surface of gravel put on. Two 
sluices of cast iron pipe were laid under the roadway and rail- 
ings erected on the east side of the street, the work being done 
within the appropriation which was $500. 
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BEAVER STREET CULVERT. 


The City Council this vear made an appropriation for ex- 
tending the culvert at this point the full width of the street. 
Accordingly the Board carried the work out on the same lines 
as last year and »rected substantial iron railings on the north 
and south sides of the culvert. 


FRANCIS AVENUE GUTTERS. 


Francis avenue between Linden street and Madison avenue 
which carries a large quantity of surface water was this vear 
graded up and paved, gutters of cobble stone put in on each 
side of the street at a cost of $275. 


LAKE STREET. 


This street between Second street and Third street was this 
vear accepted as a City wav. and an appropriation made for 
working the same. This has been tn the City Council in other 
vears but was not laid out owing to the inability of the Council 
to come to an agreement with Mr. Sprong. whose house stood 
in the street location. This was affected this vear by the pav- 
ment to Mr. Sprong of the sum of Sr.2530, he moving his house 
out of the street. The roadway was worked to grade, a surface 
of gravel put on and a cobble stone gutter laid ou the south 
side. 


KENT AVENUE. 

Kent avenue from North street to Sevmour street was this 
vear accepted as a City wav. The street was worked to grade 
and a surface of gravel put on. Cobble stone gutters were 
laid on the north side of the street the entire length, and on 
the south side for about two-thirds of the wav. This street is 
now in good condition. 


TREES. 
The trees about the City have had their usual attention. 


Evidences of what was thought to be the elm tree beetle ap- 
peared last vear but we have heard nothing of it this season. 
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The Board are of the opinion that where a dead tree is cut, 
and the foliage is not already too thick, it should be replaced, 
thus preserving the beautv of our streets. 


NEWELL STREET. 


This street from Elm street to Meadow Lane has been 
worked this vear. The suríace of the street, which was sand, 
was removed and a good coat of gravel put on. Ít is now in 
serviceable condition.

DEWEY AVENUE. 


Dewev avenue from Linden street to Alder street was 
graded. The gutters were cut out and the travelled wav 
gravelled. ' 


WORTHINGTON STREET. 


This street was accepted by the City Council this vear and 
was laid out from Center street to the Hurlbut Paper Com- 
panv's land. The street was gravelled and two catch basins 
connecting with the bog sewer put in to care for the surface 
water. 


ALCOVE STREET. 


This street, which was a difficult one to work from its lavout, 
was accepted this vear as a Citv wav. Surface water was the 
first problem to be solved. In order to get a grade on the 
street it was necessarv to raise the houses of William H. Grady 
and Kate A. Griffin, which stood on the low portion of the 
street. This was done bv them, the Citv paving Mr. Grady 
$250 and Mrs. Griffin $200. A drain was then carried through 
Wahconah street, Peck’s road. Curtin avenue, connecting with 
the river. Two large catch basins were put in connecting with 
the drain and the street graded and gravelled. The street 1s 
not in a finished condition as the greater part of the appro- 
priation was used for the surface drainage of the street. 
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NEW SEWERS. 


There was added to the new sewer system during the year 
.97 of a mile of sewers. This included a long line through 
Beaver street and across the Boston & Albany Railroad Com- 
pany's tracks, to accommodate the new Stanley shops. A new 
sewer was built in New West street as far as West street 
and will be carried up West street and North street to take 
the sewage from the combined house sewer and surface drain 
now in North street.

Eighty-three connections have been made to the new sewer 
system during the year, making a total of 1.417 to January 
I, IQOI. 


REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The new sewer system has received the usual care in the 
matter of flushing. No considerable repairs have been found 
necessary during the year. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The State Board of Health last year granted the City of 
Pittsfield an extension of time until October 1, 1901, in which 
to remove its sewage from the Housatonic River. Early in 
the year the Board laid plans for the solution of this problem. 
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The experiments, success or failures of other cities were care- 
fully investigated. Men with schemes, tried and untried, were 
patiently listened to, but the Board came to the conclusion 
that whatever might be in the future the only cities that had 
made a success of sewage disposal in this state, had adopted 
the intermittent filtration plan, which is in successful opera- 
tion in Clinton, Natick, Andover, Brockton, South Framing- 
ham, and other places. The Board went to South Framingham 
and inspected the pumping plant and filter field in that town, 
which had been in successful operation ten years, and were 
so well satisfied with their plans, and their thorough but 
economical construction, that we decided to engage for our 
consulting engineer, the man who planned these works, Mr. 
J. J. Van Valkenberg of South Framingham, who is now 
making the plans for our works. During the Spring and Sum- 
mer the Board visited and examined many fields, with a view 
to their adaptability as filter beds, and found the land in the 
south part of Col. Walter Cutting’s farm and the Barker lot 
adjoining, the best in the City, having light gravelly and sandy 
soil, nearly level and well above the river. Negotiations were 
begun by the Board with Colonel Walter Cutting for the 
exchange of his land for land which the City owned on Pome- 
roy avenue, below the Lowden bridge. Agreements were 
reached and deeds passed by which the City takes fifty-four 
acres of the Cutting farm, with a right of way from Holmes 
road to the land purchased, also a right of way for pipe line 
through the Meadow and Abbey Lodge farms from Pomeroy 
avenue. Col. Cutting taking the Paddock lot, so-called, and 
paying the City $2,000. The Parker lot contains thirty-six 
acres adjoining the Cutting lot on the south, extending from 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad to the river and has been pur- 
chased for the sum of $3,240. This will give the City ninety 
acres of land whica will be ample for many years. Easements 
have been obtained for the pipe line through the farms of Wil- 
liam Scace, Jr., and Walter Elmer bv the payment of $200 
each. This leaves the entire line clear with the exception of a 
short piece of about three hundred feet, which will be ar- 
ranged shortly. 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


Much has been done in the construction of drains for sur- 
face water since Pittsfield became a City, and as in all growing 
cities, much remains to be done. The Bradford street system 
is practically completed, with the exception of a few laterals 
that should be built this year. A section of the City which 
needs attention is East street, which is overflowed at every 
heavy rain. It has a fifteen inch pipe from the river near the 
Tannery bridge to Pomeroy avenue. This was ample to care 
for East and adjacent streets, but some years ago this was 
carried through Wills Place, Fenn and First streets, to the 
Common, draining zll that territory, which is too much for the 
present pipe. The cnly remedy is a larger pipe from the river 
up Elm and East streets. East Housatonic street at the junction 
of Wendell avenue is a location where there is much trouble, 
and with the opening of new streets on the Learned property 
is sure to increase. The situation at Wahconah street is much 
improved, but the water which comes down Orchard, Burbank 
and North streets should not be allowed to flow through 
Wahconah street, but should be cut off at Park street, and 
carried to the river. With this in view the Board laid a pipe 
across Wahconah street at Park street before laying the new 
macadam, and also have obtained a right of way from H. K. 
Kent across his lan: to the river. 

The section at the junction of Pomeroy avenue and Howard 
street, which has caused much trouble for years, has been re- 
lieved. The Board obtained a right of way across the land 
of Messrs. Lowden to the river and a 24-inch pipe was laid 
to Howard street. 

Catch basins were put in, the streets graded, and the whole 
section very much 1mproved. Both Messrs. Lowden and Kent 
gave the rights of way to the City free of cost. 

Another section which gives trouble from surface water, and 
is sure to increase, is at the junction of Tyler street, Dalton 
and Woodlawn avenues. With the locating of the Stanley 
works, and the incrcase in building and travel in this section, 
some means will have to be taken for the disposal of the sur- 
face water at this point. 

South street from the Redfield hill to the river has caused 
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trouble for vears, washing gravel into the adjoining lots, 
and the street has to be repaired after every storm. A pipe 
from the river to near the old High school lot with catch 
basins connected would remedy this trouble. 

Fourth street from the railroad bridge to Silver Lake is 
flooded at everv heavy storm. All the water which finds its way 
on to the railroad from Cottage Row, First street, Melville 
street, Second and Adam streets, is all turned on to Fourth 
street at the bridge. Some means should be taken to relieve 
this trouble. ] 

The accumulatioa of water on Curtis street should be taken 
care of by a drain to the brook which crosses Fourth street. 


PAVING. 

The Board has given serious consideration to the problem 
oí paving North and West streets. The Street Railway Com- 
¡any propose to lay additional tracks through these streets 
the coming season. The same streets will probablv be opened 
also, for the purpcse of laving pipes to remove the house 
sewage from the surface water drains. The improvements 
having been made, it will require a considerable expenditure 
to place the streets in good condition for travel. It is the 
opinion cf the Board that this will be an opportunity to put 
these streets in permanent condition bv paving. Whenever 
this is done the Street Railway Company will be obliged to 
take up and relay anv existing lines of track on a new grade. 
The Board believe it expedient that this be done before the 
second line of track is down. The principal objection raised 
when paving has been suggested has been the matter of expense 
on account of the width of our streets. If done now the Street 
Railway Company will probably bear about one-fourth of the 
cost, and it is the opinion of the board that this improvement 
should he done under a special act of the Legislature, whereby 
fifty per cent. of the balance of cost be assessed upon owners 
of the abutting property, as has been done in other cities, and 
as is done in the construction of our sidewalks, and the Board 
would respectfully suggest that application be made to the 
Legislature at once for the passage of an act permitting the 
city to pave such streets as may seem necessary and to assess 
the cost of such improvements in the above manner.

But in no case shall a less rate be charged than the sched- 
ule rate for water used for like purposes. 
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The following and all rates not hereinbefore specially 
enumerated, shall be charged at the discretion of the Board of 
Public Works, to wit: 

Gas works, jail and house of correction, court house, 
churches, hospitals, soap factories, slaughter houses, breweries, 
bakeries, street sprinkling. 


Section 2. The word “Board” whenever it appears in 
this chapter, shall be taken to mean the Board of Public Works. 

Section 3. All water rates except those for metered water 
shall be pavable in advance semi-annually on the first days of 
Mav and November. Bills for metered water shall be payable 
quarterly, on the first days of January, April, July and Octo- 
ber. All charges for specific supplies or for fractional parts of 
a term shall be payable in advance and before the water is let 
on. A discount of twenty per centum shall be allowed on all 
water rates if paid within ten days from the time they become 
due. In blocks or other buildings where two or more parties 
use water from the same service pipe, the water rates shall be 
charged to the owner of the premises, but the rate may be paid 
by the tenants, and will be credited on the rate due from the 
landlord or owner. In case rates remain uupaid for one month 
after they become due, the water to the premises thus delin- 
quent shall be shut off, and not let on again until all arrearages 
have been paid, with the sum of two dollars in addition for 
shutting otf and letting on the water. 

Section 4. All applications for the use of citv water must 
be made at the office of the Board in the form prescribed, stat- 
ing truly ənd fully the various uses to which the water is to 
be applied, and signed by the owner or person desiring to make 
such use, or his properly authorized agent. 

No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without 
giving notice to and obtaining a permit from the Board. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or 
additions to any water pipe or fixtures as aforesaid, unless the 
owner or agent shows a permit therefor signed by the Board 
or their dulv authorized agent, and then only to the extent 
stated therein, and such permtits shall be returned to the 
Board within ten days after the completion of the work. 

Any plumber or other person violating the provisions of 
this section, or making a false statement in his application for 
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the use of water shall be subject to a fine of twenty dollars. 

Section S. The Board or its authorized emploves may at all 
reasonable times enter the premises of anv water taker to ex- 
amine the pipes and appendages thereon, the quantitv of water 
used and the manner of use, or for the purpose of shutting 
off the flow of water to delinquent water takers and for anv 
purpose whatever pertaining to the care and management of 
the water works. 

Section 6. The Board shall have the power to decide 
what is waste or improper use of water and to restrict its use 
as they mav deem necessarv. In case the water taker refuses 
or neglects to comply with any order of the Board under this. 
section, within three days after notice has been given him, the 
water shall be shut off from such water taker's premises and 
not let on again except by vote of the Board, and the payment 
of the sum of two dollars and an additional sum of two dollars 
for shutting off and letting on the water. 

Section 7. All ordinances of the City Council relating to 
the water department, and all rules and regulations for the sup- 
plv of water, by them approved, shall be considered a part of 
the contract with any person who takes water from the city 
water works, and every such person shall be considered as 
having expressed his consent to be bound therebv. 


Section 8. Persons taking water shall keep their water 
pipes and all fixtures connected therewith, in good repair, pro- 
vide a stop or waste cock, located inside their premises, so 
arranged that water can be drawn from their service pipe in 
case of danger from frost, and thev will be held liable for all 
damages which mav result from their failure so to do. A con- 
tinuous flow of water from service pipes to guard against 
frost is prohibited. The Board mav give directions, special or 
general, not inconsistent with this chapter as to the strength of 
all pipes used, their protection against freezing, the kind of fau- 
cets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the work in 
reference to security and safety and the keeping of all pipes and 
fixtures in proper repair. No deduction from water rates will 
be made on account of freezing of water pipes or fixtures. 

Section 9. No water taker shall sell or habitually supplv 
water from his fixtures to any other person or premises except 
by written permission of the Board. 

Section 10. The Board are authorized to attach a water 
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meter to anv service pipe whenever they deem it expedient to 
do so, and thereafter to charge, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section One for the quantity of water thus metered 
through each service pipe instead of vearly schedule rates. 
Whoever tampers with or maliciously injures any meter, or 
interferes with or detaches the meter from the service pipe 
shall upon conviction thereof before any court of competent 
jurisdiction, be punished bv a fine of not less than five nor more 
that fifty dollars. 

Section 11. If from any cause the meter of any water 
taker breaks or the indicator thereon fails to record or records 
incorrectly the amount of water used for any quarter, the 
quantity used shall be determined by the Board, and the Board 
in determining the quantitv shall have reasonable reference to 
the quantity used in the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
year. 

Section 12. No claim will be allowed for lack of water or 
damages caused by shutting off the water in the main pipes for 
any cause deemed necessarv bv the Doard. 

Section 13. No person other than an authorized emplove 
of the Board shall make anv tap or connection with anv main 
or distributing pipe of the city, or lav any service PIPE in the 
streets or highways of the city. 


Section 14. All the expense attending the introduction and 
maintenance of service pipes from the main into any premises, 
must be paid by the applicant or owner. From the main to 
the street line, the work attending such introduction shall be 
done by the Board. The owner shall have the option of having 
the remainder of the work done bv the Board if he so desires. 
A sum equal to the estimated cost of materials and labor shall 
be deposited before the pipe shall be laid. The account shall be 
adjusted and any balance paid before the water is let on. The 
owner shall keep the several pipes in good repair and protected 
from frost at his own risk and expense. and prevent all unneces- 
sary waste of water. 

Section 15. Said Board shall have the power to employ 
such assistants and laborers as mav be necessary for the care, 
management and maintenance of the water works, and to 
enforce the payment of water rates. Thev shall make needful 
rules and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this chapter, and of Chapter Four for the imposition and collec- 
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tion of water rates, for connecting the water works with private 
property, and in relation to the use of water supplied thereby 
to consumers, and may enforce the provisions of this chapter 
by shutting off the water, or by suit in the name of the city in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 

. Section 16. Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
this chapter, except as provided in Section 10, or hinders or 
obstructs the Board or its authorized employes in executing 
said provisions ; refuses or neglects to comply with any order of 
the Board given in accordance with said provisions ; or pollutes 
the water in any drinking fountain or in any reservoir or pipe 
from or through which water is suppliea for domestic purposes, 
shall be subject to a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Section 17. The Board may make abatement in the water 
rates in all proper cases; but no rebate shall be allowed for 
alleged periods of absence when previous notice of such 
absence was not given, nor for a less period than three months. 

Section 18. The Board shall, when in their judgment it is 
necessary and expedient, extend the main pipes of the water 
works in streets or localities where said pipes have not here- 
tofore been laid, upon petition of the property holders upon 
said street or locality, who desire to take water. When in the 
judgment of said Board the income from water rentals on such 
new pipe will not equal six per centum per annum of the cost 
of making such extension, they shall require a satisfactory bond 
from the owners of real estate upon said street or locality, bind- 
ing said owners to pay to the city annually such sum above the 
water rentals received, as will equal six per cent of the cost 
of said extension. 
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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the following report of 
work done by the Engineering Department during the year 
ending December 31st, 1900. 


STREETS. 


The usual amount of work has been done on our strets dur- 
ing the past year. “he jobs which presented the most interest- 
ing features from an engineering point are as follows: 


WIDENING OF POMFROY AVENUE NEAR THE CUTTING BRIDGE. 
2 


Pomeroy avenue near the Cutting bridge has been too nar- 
row to accommodate the travel on it. The roadway was made 
on a fill through a swamp, and as this necessitated guard rails 
on each side it made it an unpleasant place to drive through. 
This place has been widened by filling on the westerly side. 
The dry bridge northerly of the Cutting bridge was also 
widened by putting one additional 1014-inch "I" beam on the 
westerly side, thus widening the bridge 3 feet, making the 
bridge now 18 feet wide. The roadway was widened from 
about 17 feet to 24 feet. 


ALCOVE STREET. 


Alcove street was laid out by the City Government this past 
vear, and the sum of $3,050.00 was appropriated for working 
it. A portion of :\icove street lays in a hollow, and as there 
was no natural way of draining it, it became necessary to lay 
a surface drain from the river near Pontoosuc avenue, cross- 
ing Wahconah street, through a portion of Peck’s road, Curtin 
avenue, and easterly in Alcove street to the hollow. The line 
consists of 106 feet of 24-inch pipe, and 819 feet of 20-inch 
pipe. This drain is of sufficient capacity to carry a rainfall of 
2 inches on the water shed. Two extra large basins were 
built in the hollow, and will probably take all the water that 
can get to them at present. Considerable work was done in 
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the grading of the street. This street has one of the steepest 
grades in the City, averaging 12 per cent for three hundred 
feet. i 


LAKE STREET. 


That portion of Lake street lying between Second and Third 
street was this vear accepted by the City Government. At the 
Third street end the old street was only about 3114 feet wide. 
A strip of land about ten feet wide was taken from the Sprong 
place, thus making the street 4114 feet wide for its entire 
length. The street has been properly worked and gutters and 
walks have been Lilt. The surface water from the street is 
now discharged directlv on to Third street, where, after making 
two right angle turns, it runs on to lower Lake street, helping 
to gorge the gutters of that street, and of Fourth street be- 
vond. Lower Lake street and a portion of Fourth street now 
act as a drainage canal for the greater portion of the land lying 
between the westerlv line of the lots on the westerly side of 
Second street, and Fourth street, and between Fenn street and 
the Boston & Albanv Railroad. This brings far too much 
water to be carried in a street gutter. To remedy this a drain 
should be carried fiom Silver Lake through Fourth street and 
lower Lake street, to Third street, and upper Lake street. 


BEAVER STREET CULVERT. 


The culvert at Beaver street which was rebuilt last vear 
was this vear extended 12.3 feet so as to occupy the full width 
of the street. The construction is the same as that of last year, 
consisting of a timber foundation which also acts as the floor 
of the culvert ,two side walls of stone covered with brick arches 
which are supported by “I” beams laid between the side walls. 
Owing to the fact tliat the material under the culvert was very 
soft, and that there was a likelihood of settlement, it was not 
thought best to bind the new work into the portion built a vear 
ago. It was therefore simply butted up against it. This work 
was done by the Dwyer Brothers, of Dalton, under contract, 
they being the lowest bidders. 


CHAPEL BRIDGE. 


The abutments tc the bridge near the chapel in Barkerville 
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which were in very poor condition, were this year rebuilt. The 
abutments were buili of dry stone work, and were raised three 
feet higher than the old ones, which allowed the reducing of 
the steep grade both sides of the bridge. The work of building 
the abutments was done by the Dwyer Brothers under contract 
but the grading was done by the citv. This work was done at 
a cost of about $1600. 


LINDEN STREET BRIDGE. 


The Linden Street Bridge being inadequate for the travel 
upon it, an appropriation for a new bridge was made. New 
abutments have been built and a contract has been made with 
the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. for the building of the bridge. The 
contract called for the bridge being readv for travel Nov. 2oth. 
It is now believed that it will be completed sometime in January, 
I9OI. The bridge is to be a steel bridge 53 feet clear span; 
roadway to be 24 teet wide; two sidewalks 5 feet wide. The 
dimensions of the old bridge were as follows :—43 feet clear 
span ; roadwav 16 fcet wide ; no sidewalks. 

The new bridge is designed to carry a road-roller weighing 
36,600 lbs., or 100 lbs. per sq. ft., with a factor of safety of five, 
and the walks for So lbs. per sq. ft. 

The old bridge was so low and the channel between the 
abutments so narrow that during high water the bridge was 
liable to be partially submerged. To prevent danger from this 
source the lowest part of the new bridge is 18 inches higher 
than the lowest portion of the old bridge, and the waterway is 
about 10 feet wider.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year considerable work has been done for 
this department preliminary to the disposal of our sewage. This 
work has consisted principallv of the following :— 

A topographical survey of the land belonging to the City, 
near the sewer outlets, and where the pumping station is to 
be built. A topographical survey of land bought from Walter 
Cutting for the purpose of making filter beds. This piece con- 
tains about 54 acres. A survey was also made of a right of 
way running through private land, from the junction of Pome- 
roy Avenue and Holmes Road to the land bought of Cutting. 
Bounds have been placed on the right of way and also at the 
corners of the land bought. A survey has also been made of 
36 acres of land belonging to John Parker. Quite a large num- 
ber of test pits have been made on these pieces of land.

SIDEWALKS. 


During the past vear 1.33 miles of concrete sidewalks have 
been laid and 0.23 miles of gravel walks on which this depart- 
ment has done the engineering. 
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WATER WORKS. 


One and eight tenths (1.8) miles of water pipe have been 
laid, the usual records of which have been taken by this depart- 
ment. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


The preliminary work necessary to building the new dam 
at Ashley Lake has been done this past year. Under the direc- 
tions of vour Consulting Engineer, Mr. Ellsworth, a survey 
was made on the proposed dam line. Test pits were dug on 
this line to determine what the foundations of the dam would 
be. We have also dug test pits in the land adjacent to the dam 
for the purpose of finding suitable material for that portion of 
the dam which is to be built of earth. Plenty of suitable mate- 
rial was found within a reasonable haul of the dam. . The new 
dam is to be six feet higher than the old dam. 

The present reservoir holds 229,000,000 gallons with a 
flash board nine inches high on the overflow, the reservoir after 
the dam is raised will hold about 419,000,000 gallons, or 83 
per cent more, this is only approximate, as the exact figures 
have not vet been obtained. The present road crosses the 
lower end of the lake on a causeway: raising the dam would 
necessitate the raising of this road or the changing of its loca- 
tion. It was finally decided to change the location of the road 
to a point about 110.00 feet northerly of the present dam. The 
total length of the new road is 1274 feet. The width of the lo- 
cation is 491% feet. The roadway has been worked 16 feet 
wide and was built bv the City. 

This new road was accepted bv the Town of Washington 
at a special meeting held Dec. 27th. On Oct. 22d vour Board 
advertised for bids for doing the work on the new dam. From 
35 to 40 persons representing contracting firms visited the loca- 
tion of the dam with your engineers. 

Twenty-two bids were received, the lowest of which was 
from the Strauss Bros. Co., of Wallingford, Conn.

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SERVICE CONNECTIONS. 


There have beer made during the year three 1 inch, one 
IL4 inch, thirty-four 34 inch, forty-two % inch service con- 
nections making a total of 80. Fourteen of these have beeis 
renewals, two have been lowered and one discontinued. 


RESERVOIRS. 


The various basins were given their usual cleaning last 
Spring and in addition they have been cleaned this Fall. Mill 
Brook reservoir has been cleaned once during the Summer. 
A retaining wall about 100 feet long has been built at Hathaway 
brook, about 800 feet south of the reservoir which will I think 
overcome the washing away of the banks in high water. Sack- 
ett reservoir has had a new gate built of Georgia pine, which 
was necessary as the old one had become badly decayed and 
was leaking. 


HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the past year 10 steamer 
hydrants. Three of these replaced the old ones which stood on 
Columbus Avenue opposite the Gamwell block, on Francis 
Avenue, near Circular Avenue and by the addition of an extra 
hydrant on Francis Avenue at Division Street. The old Ayers 
hydrant on Winter Street has been discarded and a new steamer 
hydrant set on the six inch line a little further south. The single 
hydrant taken from Columbus Avenue was set on Orchard 
Street, and the one taken from Francis Avenue set on Eliza- 
beth at Fern Street. Waste valves have been renewed on six 
single and six steamer hydrants during the year. 


METERS. 


This department has set during the year the following 
meters :— Three 2 inch, two 1 inch, six 34 inch, and six 14 inch 
meters. I would recommend that an appropriation be made 
each year to continue this work. I find that in some tenement 
houses we have connected with the sewer, that the amount of 
water leaking from imperfect plumbing, equaled I should say 
as much as was necessary for domestic uses.

SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


This department has made 83 connections with the new 
sewers during the year. One old connection has been discon- 
nected from the old sewer, laid with iron pipe and connected 
with the new sewer. Two stoppages in house connection have 
been dug up and repaired. There have been two stoppages in 
lateral sewers during the year. 

Early in the Spring the east trunk sewer and all the lat- 
erals, new and old were thoroughly flushed, and all necessary 
repairs made. In addition the east trunk sewer, from the 
Tillotson mills to the outlet, has been flushed this Fall, so that 
unless something unforeseen happens, the sewers are in good 
condition. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early in the season the gate houses were repaired, and 
given two coats of paint. Sackett gate house has been newly 
shingled. The puniping station had some repairs, and the 
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brush around it was cut out, and it is now in good condition. 
Ashley Lake gate house and the other buildings there have been 
given two coats of paint and are much improved. In the 
working of Briggs Avenue it became necessary to cut off the 
old 174 inch line at the corner of Weller Avenue. Three houses 
were connected with the four inch line through Briggs Avenue. 

Three bottles of water taken from the various branches of 
the Housatonic River, and five bottles from the several reser- 
voirs have been taken monthly and sent to the State Board of 
Health for analysis. 

In conclusion | wish to tender the members of the Board 
my thanks for their courtesy and co-operation, and to mv as- 
sistants and employees generallv, for their faithfulness.

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REPORT OF THE FOREMAN OF HIGHWAYS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works:— 


GENTLEMEN :—l submit herewith the annual report of the 
Highway Department for ihe year ending December 31, 1900. 

While we have had but few very hard showers the past 
summer that washed the roads badly, the dry weather has kept 
them full of holes. especially in the east part of the City, where 
the roads are very sendy and gravei scarce. Our gravel banks 
are growing less every year and the cost of hauling greater. 
Many times gravel has to be hauled one and one-half miles, 
costing from seventy-five cents to a dollar per cubic vard spread 
upon the streets.

The following bridges nave been planked with three inch

The abutments of the bridge on the Lower Barkerville 
Road, near Mr. Smith's store were raised two feet, the bridge 
being but 18 inches above the water there was danger of its 
being carried away during high water. 

The Newell Street bridge abutments which have been 
in rather poor condition for some time, have been repaired. 
The Hancock Road bridge. near Pontoosuc Lake, one-half 
of the west abutment of which was in bad shape. was taken 
down and the abutment rebuilt. The east abutment was chinked 
up and is in good condition. 

The Wahconah Street bridge abutment which was dam- 
aged last vear bv high water was repaired and is now in good 
conditton. The retaining wall on the south side near the stone 
mill; will need some repairs the coming vear. 

New abutmencs have been built for the bridge on the 
Lower Barkerville Road known as the Smith Brook bridge, and 
also for the Chapel bridge. the latter being raised three feet. 
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Grading has been done at this point and is appreciated bv the 
people in that vicinity. Many of the bridges will need painting 
the coming year. Abutments should be repaired on the follow- 
ing bridges :— 


At Peck's Lower mill. 

The Cutting bridge on Pomeroy Avenue. 

Several of the smaller bridges will need attention during 
the coming season. All of the long plank have been used with 
the exception of about 1000 feet of 20ft. plank. I would sug- 
gest that some new plank be purchased this winter. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


A 24 inch Akron pipe was laid at the junction of Pomerov 
Avenue and Howard Street, running through the land of the 
Messrs. Lowden to the river, with two catch basins on Howard 
Street and two on Pomeroy Avenue. Paved gutters have been 
laid on Howard Street both sides. This piece of work has filled 
a long felt want.

Taconic Street, from Pomeroy Avenue to Wendell Avenue 
was worked to grade and gravelled. 

Briggs Avenue was finished from Pontoosuc Avenue to 
Weller Avenue and the roadway gravelled. 

King Street was finished from Martin Street to Campbell 
Street, 500 loads of gravel being used to complete this work. 

Kent Avenue was worked to grade from North Street to 

Seymour Street, and paved gutters put in the entire length on 
the north side and for a portion of the length of the street on the 
south side. 
Pomeroy Avenue was widened eight feet from the Cut- 
ting bridge to the small bridge near George Noble’s. The latter 
was widened four feet to compare with the road; 1100 loads of 
gravel were used in this work. 

Worthington Street was worked to grade from the Hul- 
burt Paper Companv's land to West Housatonic Street, 155 
loads of gravel being used. 

Circular Avenue was worked from Francis Avenue to 
Daniels Avenue, the old macadam from Columbus Avenue 
being used to bring it to grade. A retaining wall six feet 
high was put in at the property of Mrs: Lasch. 

Alcove Street was worked from Wahconah Street to 
Curtin Avenue, and the sidewalks on both sides of the street 
brought to grade. 

Newell Street from Elm Street to Meadow Lane was 
worked to grade ; 430 loads of gravel were used on this job. 

Dewey Avenue from Linden Street to Alder Street was 
worked.

Total 2720 square 
vards. | 

Fenn Street from Pearl Street to Second Street was in a 
poor condition. It was laid out twentv-seven feet wide with 
trap rock eight inches thick. Total 3255-square yards. 

North Street trom Depot Street to the Railroad bridge was 
repaired.

The Park and Common have received their usual amount 
of attention during the year. The grass has been kept mowed 
and the walks properly cared for. Early in the vear the City 
Council established a row of lights alongside of the walk 
through the Common which has been greatly appreciated by the 
residents of the vicinity. A number of trees which had died 
were cut out during the season. These trees should be replac- 
ed with new ones, which could be done at no great expense, and 
would add much to the beauty of the Common.

$310.53 being expended, a small portion of this amount, how- 
ever, was expended in trimming trees.

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


I have also had under my supervision the construction of 
a large portion of the surface drainage built this year, the 
amount expended bv me on this work being about $9000.00. 


BRADFORD STREET DRAIN. 


This system was extended through Northrup Street to 
Union Street, a distance of 278 feet, and from Bradford Street 
southerly on Robbins Avenue a distance of 240 feet. The 
pipe used on the Northrup Street extension consisted of 270 
feet 18 inch Akron, 70 feet of 12 inch and 18 feet of 10 inch. 
Two manholes were built on this line, and three catch-basins 
on Union Street at the corner of Northrup. On the Robbins 
Avenue extension 232 feet of 15 inch Akron and 44 feet of 10 
inch were used, and two manholes and two catch basins were 
built. 


BRIGGS AVENUE DRAIN. 


This drain connects, on Wahconah Street, with a drain 
running through the Burbank property, and runs thence north- 
erly up Briggs Avenue a distance of 383 feet. The pipe used 
on this drain consists of 375 feet of 15 inch Akron. Three man- 
holes were built on this line, and two catch basins on Briggs 
Avenue at the corner of Weller Avenue, requiring 44 feet of 
12 inch Akron pipe. 


LENOX AVENUE DRAIN. 


This drain is connected with the drain constructed last 
vear, running under the Kelly Block and runs southerly down 
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Wahconah Street to Lenox Avenue, thence easterly up Lenox 
Avenue. The total length of this drain is about 838 feet. The 
pipe used on this drain consists of 154 feet of 30 inch cast iron 
pipe 241 feet of 24 inch Akron, and 423 feet of 20 inch Akron; 
174 feet of 12 inch Akron pipe was used to connect the basins: 
6 basins and 6 manholes being built on this line. 


ALCOVE STREET DRAIN. 


The Alcove Street drain, so called, starts at the river about 
100 feet southerly of the bridge on Pontoosuc Avenue, and runs 
thence westerly across Wahconah Street to Peck's Road, thence 
northerly up Peck's Road to Curtin Avenue; through the entire 
length of Curtin Avenue to Alcove Street, and thence easterly 
on Alcove Street a distance of about 200 feet. The construc- 
tion of this drain required 12 feet of 24 inch cast iron pipe, 94 
feet of 24 inch Akron, and 807 feet of 20 inch Akron. Six 
manholes were built on this line. Two catch basins were built 
on Alcove Street at the end of the line, which required 38 feet 
of 15 inch Akron pipe. 

To make room for the new drain it was necessary to tear 
up the old 15 inch surface sewer connecting the two basins on 
Peck's Road with tbe river. These two basins were connected 
with the new drain. 


ONOTA STREET. 


Two catch-basins were built on Onota Street near Warren 
Street, at the end of the Martin Street drain built in 1898. 
Twelve feet of 15 inch and 24 feet of 12 inch Akron pipe were 
used. | 


WORTHINGTON STREET. 


Two catch-basins were built on this street about 300 feet 
west of Center Street, and connected with the old Bog Sewer 
culvert. Eight feet of 15 inch and 36 feet of 12 inch Akron 
pipe were used to connect them. 


SOUTH STREET. 


Two catch-basins were built on this street, one at the 
corner of East Housatonic Street, and one at the corner of 
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West Housatonic Street, to replace two old ones that were 
already there. No pipe was used here as the basins were simply 
connected with the pipe already in for the old basins. 


FENN STREET. 


One catch-basin was built on the north side of Fenn Street, 
about fifty feet east of North Street to replace an old one. 


EAST STREET. 


One manhole was built on the old surface drain on East 
Street, near the corner of Second Street, as the manholes were 
so far apart that it was inconvenient to clean the drain out in 
case of stoppage.

REPORT 


OFTTHE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :—City Almshouse. At this institution there 
are now in December a population of fifty-two. The number 
of sane males is twenty-nine and the number of sane females 
is ten. At this same date in the insane male department there 
are six patients, all mild cases. There are in the insane female 
department seven patients, also mild cases. Since the removal, 
from this department, of all the vicious, dangerous and revenge- 
ful types of patients, those, now remaining, are much more 
amenable to orders and easier to govern, than when that dan- 
gerous class intermingled with them. 

Among the males in the sane department, there are a num- 
ber of chronic invalids almost bedridden, a few incurable lung 
cases and some chronic cases of rheumatism. These are the 
most marked kinds of sickness in this department. 

In the female sane department, the majority of the inmates 
are comfortable, suffering only from ailments accompaning old 
age, but there are a few cases of chronic rheumatism. This 
disease is always found and seen in its worse form among 
females, and there are a few pitiful cases here, which would 
be classed as the ossified type. These cases, then, are what 
might be termed animated statues that require to be fed, washed 
and aired and have to be moved on their pedestal chairs only. 
These cases demand special care and particular attention from 
the matron, so as to prevent more severe suffering from the 
bones wearing through the tissues, producing ulcers that would 
be extremely difficult to heal. 

One thing that seems most remarkable in 1 this department 
and that presents such a pleasant feature, is the home-like con- 
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tentment, that manifests itself in the spirit and manner among 
these women, who are, as we know, possessed of such a marked 
difference in disposition and temperament, vet fill their places 
in the household like a well adjusted machine. 

This vear the Board of Overseers of the Poor have arisen 
to the important duties of their office, after a careful investiga- 
tion of the wants and needs of this institution. Thev have had 
erected two substantial wooden stair ways to the north end of 
the male department building. "The attic of this building was 
lately fitted up as a dormitory for the younger men, so that 
there are now two floors used as sleeping apartments in this 
building. And it was most important that some way of escape 
should be had from each storv, even if these stairs were never 
used for that purpose, thev will give to the minds of these in- 
mates a certain amount of confidence and security, from the 
fact of knowing that these escapes were there and for their sole 
use in case of need. 

The addition to the sitting room for the males, which was 
built this vear, gives them indeed a separate room, in which 
much purer air and better ventilation can be had. This was 
very much needed, because when all these were present, who 
were well enough to occupy the old room, they more than filled 
the sitting capacitv of the room, when to this smoking was add- 
ed the atmosphere was anything but healthful to the lives of the 
tenants. Besides, it made it unpleasant for those taking baths 
to have this room occupied by their fellow-inmates, vet it had 
to be so until now. All these disagreeable features and discom- 
forts are now gotten rid of bv this verv timely additional space. 

The one more improvement to the insane department of an 
enclosed vard for the use and benefit of the mild insane, which I 
had suggested some few vears ago, has been built. It is a vard 
enclosed with a close board fence eight feet high. There is a 
covered passage way extending from the upper storv of the de- 
partment into this vard bv a short flight of descending stairs. 
This is the passage wav for the males into this enclosure, for the 
females there is a door from the lower floor of the department, 
which allows them to enter this vard bv crossing the drivewav 
and entering nearly on a level with the yard. This vard is at 
the north end of the insane building. 

This is, as I said, an improvement but it does not answer 
the purpose for which it was built, in its present state. 
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After I found the wooden walls of the enclosure built, I 
felt that if left in that naked state, that it would not suit the 
class of patients for whom it was made. I therefore notified the 
Doard of Overseers of the Poor, suggesting the necessary addi- 
tions, that were required to make it, it for use in storms and 
sunshine, and the circulation of the air, and proper ventilation. 

I expect that those changes and additions will be carried 
out bv the Doard as soon as practical. I believe they have 
agreed with me, after discussing the matter, that such changes 
should be done in order to comply with common sense sanitary 
laws. The small addition that was made to the female sitting 
room on the south side, while not expensive, is of immense 
value and comfort to these old and infirm females. They can be 
wheeled out on that piazza or porch when the weather permits, 
with ease and dispatch and have them live again in the open air. 

The crowning work of this Board has been the experiment 
of sinking the well of the spring, from which the institution 
receives its supply of water. This subject of a water supply for 
this institution has a history of an experimental nature. Ever 
since the organization of the citv government, something has 
been done every vear to help towards perfecting the water 
supply. At this institution, tanks were put into the building, 
which were filled by the motor power supplied by a windmill. 
This had its defects from want of wind. Then an engine was 
supplied, which could be used when there was no wind to propel 
the fan of the wind mill. Then there was found that while 
there was sufficient power at all times, that there was no water 
in the well at certain seasons, vet it was the opinion of the 
Superintendent that if the well was sunk deep enough that a 
sufficient quantity could be procured. : The Board had this well 
sunk some 10 feet and stoned up and it is the firm conviction 
of Mr. Shaw that now the water supply problem has been 
solved, that this institution will always have a plentiful supply 
of water tor all future time. 

There is one more subject connected with this institution 
which will be likelv to cause expense and indeed a source of lit- 
igation, unless some means is taken to overcome the nuisance 
which is caused by the overflow of the cesspool. The city has 
already, I believe, paid Mr. Crozier some money for damages 
to his farm from this source. While Mr. Crozier may claim this 
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to be a damage to his farm, I believe it to be a decided benefit 
as a fertilizer for the low meadow land upon which it flowed. 

It might be a wise investment for the City of Pittsfield to 
purchase that farm of Mr. Crozier. It would enable Mr. Shaw, 
if he could cultivate these two farms, to support the institution 
independently of any appropriation from the city unless for 
some few articles.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable, the City Council 
of the City of Pittsfield :— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 
Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal year 
ending December 31st, 1900. 

The inquiry into the needs and circumstances of the poor 
has been very careful, and while due consideration has been 
given to all worthy cases, a stringent effort has been made to 
keep the expenditures down to the actual necessities of the sit- 
uation. There was expended for City Relief, $11,449.43, and 
for the Almshouse, $6,615.09, a total of $18,064.52. The reim- 
bursements were $1,524.84 for City Relief, and $318.27 for 
Almshouse, a total of $1,843.11, making the net expenditure for 
pauper support, $16,218.91. Of the amount expended for Citv 
Relief, $10,485.04 was charged to the Citv of Pittsfield, the bal- 
ance, $964.39, was expended for persons settled in other cities 
and towns of this state, and state paupers, reimbursements 
being made for the amount. 

The number of families aided was 212, comprising 299 
males, 358 females, a total of 653. 

One hundred sixty-six families, comprisng 485 persons 
have a legal settlement in Pittsfield. Thirty-three families, 
comprising 109 persons, have a legal settlement in other cities 
and towns, while 14 families, consisting of 63 persons, were 
state paupers. 

Twentv-two persons were supported in the several state 
insane hospitals, two at the Massachusetts Hospital for Dipso- 
maniacs, four at the Massachusetts Hospital for Epilep:ics, two 
at the Hospital Cottages for Children. at Baldwinsville, two for 
a short period at the State Hospital at Tewksburv. Six persons 
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were furnished transportation to the State Almshouse at Tewks- 
bury. |

The number of inmates at the Almshouse Jan. Ist, 1900, 
was 53,—34 males and 19 females. There have been admitted 
during the vear, 34; discharged, 27; died, 8; making the total 
number of inmates at the present time 52; males, 34; females, 
18. Of this number six males and eight females are mildly in- 
sane, and five males and one female simple-minded. 

T wo special appropriations have enabled the board to make 
much needed improvements and repairs. By deepening the 
spring and installing a gasolene engine, the water problem has 
been solved for vears to come. 

Out of the appropriation of $2,500 for repairs, a piazza 
has been constructed on the front of the building, the yard for 
the insane has been enclosed in the rear, and a sitting room for 
the men has been built. In addition to these improvements, fire 
escapes have becn built, an inside closet for men has been pro- 
vided, the plumbing throughout has been thoroughly overhaul- 
ed, and two coats of paint have been put on the buildings. The 
Citv Farm and its buildings are now in verv fair condition, and 
the comfort of the unfortunate inmates is well provided for.

REPORT

Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 


OF THE 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD, 


For THE YEAR 1900. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Govern 
ment :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my fifth annual report of 
the Pittsfield Fire Department, and a record of the fires and 
alarms which have occurred during the year, together with 
amount of loss and insurance on property, a value of buildings 
and contents endangered, as near as could be had, also the 
causes as far as possible to obtain them, together with expend- 
itures and an inventory of all city property under the care of 
this Department. 

The Department responded to 58 alarms during the vear, 
of which 29 were bell alarms, 25 telephone and verbal alarms 
and 4 false alarms. 

The apparatus of the Department is in excellent condition. 
A 5o gallon tank has been placed on each of the hose wagons 
and the lockers have been removed from the protective wagon. 
and the blankets stored under the driver's seat, the bodv of the 
wagon being filled with hose. The citv now has three combina- 
tion wagons (chemical and hose) which places it on an equal 
footing with departments in cities having a much larger popu- 
lation than Pittsfield. 

The Committee having sold the pair of horses used on the 
hook and ladder truck and purchased a heavier pair, the horses 
of the Department, with one or two exceptions, are in first class 
condition. 
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The Fire Alarm System still continues to work with per-. 
fect satisfaction, two new boxes having been added during the 
year. | 
The value of chemicals over water for incipient fires can 
easily be estimated by our record of the year, as twenty-two 
were extinguished entirely by chemicals and water was used 
only at eight fires. Had the city been without chemicals, water 
would have had to have been used at all fires, and the water 
damage is often more than damage by fire. 

The apparatus of the Department consists of three steam 
fire engines, one hand engine located at Stearnsville, two hook 
and ladder trucks, three combination chemical and hose wagons, 
with the necessary blankets carried on one wagon to supplv 
Protective Company, one hose reel, capacity of one thousand 
feet of hose, three small hose carts loaded with hose, two hose 
sleighs, one hook and ladder sleigh, three exercise wagons and 
-one exercise sleigh, distributed as follows :— 


Central Station.—One second class Silsbv engine, one 
fourth class Clapp & Jones engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
two combination chemical and hose wagons, one hose sleigh and 
one hook and ladder sleigh. 


Engine House No. 3.—One fourth class Clapp & Jones en- 
gine. one combination chemical and hose wagon and one hose 
sleigh. 


Veteran Firemen’s House.—One hook and ladder truck, 
one hose reel, and one hand hose cart. 


Stearnsville —Hand engine and hose cart. 
S. N. & C. Russell Mfg. Co.’s Mill.—One hand hose cart. 
E. D. Jones & Sons Co's Shop.—One hand hose cart. 


As the expenditures of the appropriation, where purchases 
-of apparatus, etc., are concerned, are made by the Committee on 
Fire Department, and as it is not possible at this time to obtain 
their views, I have the fullest confidence that they will make 
such additions to the present department as the appropriation 
will admit and that they may consider most urgent. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank His Honor, the Mayor, and 
the City Government for the generous response to the needs of 
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the Department, to the Fire Department Committee for the 
many considerations in maintaining efficiency of the Depart- 
ment, to the Police Department, and to the officers and members 
of the Department in general for their untiring efforts to per- 
form all duties.

The whole number of dogs returned by the Assessors in- 
cluding males and females were eight hundred and eighty-eight. 
Twentv-eight of this number were double entries; forty-four 
could not be found, six were lost or stolen, thirty-four had been 
killed, thirty had left the city, sixteen were sold to persons in 
other cities and towns, and eleven of this number had died, 
which left the net number returned by the Assessors seven 
hundred and nineteen. The number found not returned was 
two hundred and forty-two, making a total of nine hundred 
and four male, and fifty-seven female dogs in the city duly 
registered; for which the City Clerk received two thousand 
one hundred and fifty-seven dollars. Nineteen hundred and 
fifty-nine dollars and sixty cents of this amount was paid to 
the County Treasurer, and one hundred and ninety-seven dol- 
lars and forty cents, was paid to the City Treasurer by the City 
Clerk. Six hundred and eighty-five dollars and thirteen cents 
of the amount paid the County Treasurer, was returned to the 
City Treasurer, as the amount apportioned the city; making a 
total of eight hundred and eighty-two dollars and fifty-three 
cents received by the city from the Dog Fund. The amount 
awarded and paid for the damage caused by dogs in the city 
during the year was three hundred and thirty-nine dollars and 
eighty cents. 
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The annual record of arrests made by the Department, for 
all offences, as compared with the annual report of this Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 15th, 1895, will show a 
decrease of one hundred and twenty-five. This decrease is not 
due, however, to any neglect on the part of the officers in the 
enforcement of the laws, or in the detection and prosecution 
of all offenders against the person, property, and public order, 
With one exception, all offences reported committed during the 
year, were not of a serious nature, and the amount of property 
reported stolen, was comparatively small, the greater portion 
of which was almost invariably recovered by the Department. 
All complaints of violations of the law were carefully and 
promptly investigated, and very careful attention was given to 
the enforcement of the laws regulating the sales of intoxicating 
liquors ; prosecutions have promptly followed in all cases when 
sufficient evidence could be procured to warrant such proceed- 
ings. Complaints against juvenile offenders, which were so 
numerous during the past few vears, were considerably less in 
number and of a much less serious nature, which is probablv 
somewhat due to a more careful supervision of this class of 
offenders, bv their parents and guardians, which the court verv 
strongly insisted upon when disposing of these cases. The 
practice of interrupting and accosting women upon the public 
streets of the city in the night time has been almost entirely 
suppressed. 

Good order has been generally maintained throughout the 
business and residential portions of the city during the vear. 

This Department was notified that the residence of Mr. 
Robert L. Fosburg was entered by three men, and that his 
daughter, Miss May L. Fosburg, had been shot and killed in 
the house, on the night of August 20th, a. D., 1900. This resi- 
dence is situated at the junction of Tyler Street and Dalton 
Avenue, which is in the outlying residential portion of the city. 
Captain White and Officers Chapman and Flynn responded at 
once, and every member of this Department was immediately 
detailed on the case, to properly cover and search the entire 
city, and the surrounding territory, it was deemed advisable to 
send out a general fire alarm from Box 42, which, at the 
request of this Department, the Chief Engineer very promptly 
did, thus placing at the disposal of the Police Department, for - 
immediate service, in any part of the citv, a large number of

experienced men, a number of whom were Special Police Of- 
ficers. As these men had a good knowledge of the city and its 
environments, and also knew what to do in such an emergency, 
their service was most valuable, and was very faithfully and 
efficiently performed, in addition to the personal efforts of the 
officers and members of the Fire Department, the horses and 
wagons available under their charge were placed at the dispos- 
al of the Police Force for the transportation of the officers and 
citizens engaged in the patrol duty which was being constantly 
performed. The assistance of the Sheriff, Mr. Charles W. 
Fuller, and his deputies, was rendered the city; and Deputies 
Fish, White, Reynolds and Richards remained continuously on 
this case until the search about the city and county was aban- 
doned. These officers were most thorough and painstaking in 
all of their efforts in behalf of the Department. This valuable 
service was rendered the city gratuitously by these deputies, 
who also furnished their own means of transportation. I would 
therefore respectfully recommend that in addition to thanking 
them, all cost which they may have necessarily incurred be paid 
to them. i 

His Excellency, the Governor of this Commonwealth, W. 
Murray Crane, immediately notified this Department that the 
Chief of the Massachusetts District Police, Mr. Rufus R. Wade, 
would furnish the city such force as would be necessary, who 
could give their undivided attention to this case. The Chief 
was respectfully informed at once, that any assistance he could 
provide would be necessary and greatly appreciated by the city 
authorities; whereupon four District Police Officers were 
promptly detailed to report to this office for duty, consisting of 
Moses H. Pease, James McKay, Johanus H. Whitney and 
George Dunham. Officer George C. Plant was also detailed, 
but was unable to co-operate in this case because of his serv- 
ices being immediately required in his district. These officers 
having had a long and successful experience in criminal inves- 
tigations, were very thorough in the discharge of their duties 
in this case, and have rendered the city excellent and skillful 
service. The co-operation of the Pinkerton Detective Agency 
was also obtained, and their usual good service, for which they 
are so well known, was faithfully performed. The means for 
the payment of this Agency was provided by a gentleman who 
is interested in the welfare of the citv. It can be confidently 
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stated *hat all information obtained in regard to any and ali 
suspicious persons known to have been in this vicinity was 
most carefully investigated and their whereabouts on the night 
-of August 20th satisfactorily determined. In response to a call 
for volunteers issued by the press of the city to assist the offi- 
<ials in the search already instituted, the services of a sufficient 
number of citizen was offered to enable us to completely cover 
the many avenues of escape and keep them constantlv patrolled, 
and also to keep guarded the highways in all the towns adjoin- 
ing the city. The employees of the railroad companies also 
Joined the citizens in their efforts to aid the Department, and 
also furnished the Officers any transportation available when 
necessary. During the time search was continued between five 
and eight hundred citizens were almost constantly engaged, 
-and upwards of two thousand persons were waiting in the 
streets at the station for an opportunity to render some assist- 
ance. This was indeed a great inspiration to every officer en- 
gaged in this case and also a splendid example of good citizen- 
ship. To these gentlemen and to the members of 
the press of this city is due the sincere thanks of the Police 
Department, for the prompt and necessary assistance which 
was so cheerfully given the officers in this emergency. The 
-city is indebted to the Chief and Members of the State Depart- 
ment, to the Chief Engineer and Members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and to the Chief of Police and the Police Officers in the 
.several cities and towns for their services. All requests for in- 
formation and assistance were promptly and courteously com- 
plied with. 

I desire to especially commend Captain W. G. White and 
the Officers of this Department, for the excellent service per- 
formed in this case, which was promptly and cheerfully ren- 
dered at all times, being deprived of necessary rest these officers 
made every effort to accomplish the best results possible, the 
extra duty, together with the regular service, was performed 
with careful attention to every detail, and was rendered to the 
city without extra compensation, the usual good discipline was 
maintained. Prompt and careful attention has been given to 
all sick and injured persons in charge of the Department bv the 
City Phvsician, Dr. W. M. Mercer. The service of the Police 
Matron continues most satisfactory, and the unfortunate wom- 
n have been properly cared for while in custody. 
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According to the provisions of Chapter 314 of the Acts 
and Resolves of the year 1896, for the appointment of a Reserve 
Police Force in cities: 

Any city except Boston, which accepts this Act may estab- 
lish a Reserve Police Force for said city, and appointments to 
such force shall be made in the same manner as appointments to 
the regular Police Force of said city, subject to such rules as 
the Civil Service Commissioners may prescribe, the number of 
members of such Reserve Force shall not exceed five in cities 
where the number of members of the Regular Force does not 
exceed fifteen, one member may be added to the Reserve Force 
for every three of the Rgular Force above fifteen, and not 
above thirty. The Mayor or City Marshal of any city in which 
such Reserve Force is established, may assign the members 
thereof to duty in said city, whenever, and for such length of 
time as said Mayor or Marshal may deem necessary, and when 
on duty the members of said Reserve, shall have all the pow- 
ers and duties of members of the Regular Police Force of said 
city. The compensation of the members of said Reserve Force 
shall be fixed by the City Council. I would respectfully recom- 
mend therefore that a Reserve Police Force be established in 
this city, to consist of at least two members, who may be de- 
tailed when necessary to perform such Police dutv as may be 
required by reason of temporary vacancies caused by sickness, 
and during the time the regular officers are absent from duty. 

It seems eminently proper at this time to call the attention 
of vour Honorable bodv to the effizient and faithful service 
which has been rendered the city the past eighteen vears by the 
late Albert B. Stevens, as a Special Police Officer, who died in 
this city on the ninth day of November, A. D., 1900. His inter- 
est in the welfare of the members of the Police Force, and the 
success of the Department in the performance of every duty 
was unfaltering and sincere. In his untimely death is lost an 
upright and true friend, and a useful and devoted citizen. 

I desire to express my sincere thanks to His Honor, 
the Mayor, Mr. H. S. Russell, and the Honorable City Council, 
for the loyal and substantial support which I have received 
during the year, in maintaining the discipline of this Depart- 
ment, and in the performance of the duties which devolved 
úpon me.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


The Board of Health respectfully submits its annual report 
for 1900. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


Tic Board of Health wishes to call the attention of each 
citizen in the community to the importance of observing strictly 
its sanitary regulations; but it is a fact that many persons wil- 
fully violate the health laws and sanitary regulations, and there- 
by endanger the health of all the people of the city, and it is the 
opinion of this Board that the existence of many cases of con- 
tagious diseases 1s due to the carelessness and wilful disregard 
of the laws and regulations governing contagious diseases. It 
should be borne in mind that the health of the people in any 
community is of first importance, and that many epidemics of 
contagious diseases may be restricted by a proper observance of 
sanitary health regulations, especially those relating to cleanli- 
ness in and about dwelling houses and tenement blocks. One of 
the greatest and most serious difficulties with which the Board 
has had to contend is the carelessness manifested by many 
people in the matter of disposing of their garbage, and the 
wilful conduct of many persons in depositing garbage in various 
places within the citv limits in violation of the regulations of the 
Board of Health. This Board has used every means in its 
power to prevent it and came to the conclusion that the only 
effective means of arriving at the result which would be for the 
best interests of the public, that the city should take up the 
matter and bv ordinance or otherwise control and regulate the 
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collection and disposal of garbage in the city. The Board sub- 
mitted a written recommendation to the city government to that 
effect but as vet no definite action has been taken. The Board 
earnestly urges that the matter be definitely determined without 
delay. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


During the past year there have been 116 cases of scarlet 
fever and three deaths. 

There have been forty-two cases of diphtheria, and four 
deaths. We recommend the use of anti-toxine in all cases of 
diphtheria and membraneous croup; it has been proven that the 
free use of anti-toxine has lessened the mortality of persons 
afflicted with these diseases. 


MILK SUPPLY. 


During the past year the Board, as a precautionary meas- 
ure against the spread of contagious diseases, ordered all milk 
dealers selling milk in the city to use "sanitary milk tickets," or 
tickets which could be used but once; as the method formerly 
used by milk dealers of using the same tickets promiscuously 
might be a source of spreading contagious diseases. The meth- 
od has been satisfactory both to dealers and consumers. 


FUMIGATING APPARATUS. 


At the termination of each case of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria, the premises have been fumigated by the use of the 
Formaldehyde gas generator, and during the year all the prin- 
cipal school houses have been fumigated by the same process. 
some of them several times. Many persons, among them people 
of intelligence, manifest a disposition to disregard the quaran- 
tine regulations relating to contagious diseases, and thus show 
that they have little or no concern for the welfare of other 
people in the community. A cheerful co-operation by the public 
with the Board of Health is necessary to obtain satisfactory re- 
sults. The physicians of the city have been very vigilant in 
their efforts to prevent the spread of contagious diseases, and 
thereby render the Board valuable assistance.

SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


The sanitary condition of the city is better than it was last 
vear, because bv our orders, many buildings have been con- 
nected with the sewer, and many cess-pools abolished, and the 
careless dumping of garbage has been to a great extent checked. 
We will insist on all houses situated on streets having public 
sewers, being connected therewith during the coming year.

OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF MILK AND CATTLE. 


His Honor, Mayor Russell, and the Honorable City Council :—- 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith I submit a report of my work 
done as your Inspector of Milk, Animals, etc., during the past 
year. 

The work done has largely been of the ordinary kind. The 
annual general inspection of cattle, and reporting on the condi- 
tion of stables ordered by the State Cattle Commissioners re- 
sulted in the examination of fifteen hundred and fortv (1540) 
heads of animals and the measurement and description of 
eighty-nine (89) cow stables, the latter including a report of 
the cubic space, light, ventilation, drainage, cleanliness and 
water supply of the premises examined. 

The examination of the live stock resulted in the con- 
demnation of but one animal. This was a milch cow from one 
of our dairy herds. She had but recently been brought into- 
this city from the town of Richmond. The post mortem exam- 
ination revealed advanced lesions of tuberculosis. She was paid 
for bv the state authorities, the valuation being twentv dollars 
($20.00). 

The number of carcasses inspected at the slaughter houses. 
was sixty-seven (67). One carcass only was found to be tuber- 
culous, and the disease being of a general nature, the meat was 
condemned without compensation and sent to a rendering estab- 
lishment for conversion into fertilizer. 

Owing to the recent great prevalence of glanders through- 
out the Commonwealth, the Cattle Commissioners earlv in the 
summer sent out all over the state printed notices describing the 
svmptoms of glanders in horses, and asking that reports of 
suspicious cases be made to the local inspectors of towns or 
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cities, or sent to the Cattle Commissioners' office at the State 
House. Chiefly owing to the publicity given by these notices, 
eight suspicious cases were reported in Pittsfield, but on investi- 
gation were found not to have glanders. Another case occur- 
ring in my practice as a veterinarian proved to be glanders, and 
the animal was slaughtered by order of the state authorities. 
This I believe to be the first case of glanders occurring in Pitts- 
field in over twelve years. 

During the summer, owing to the prevalence of scarlet 
fever among people, the Board of Health ordered me to require 
the milk dealers to use nothing but approved sanitary milk tick- 
ets, in other words, checks for milk that should be used but 
once and then destroyed. This wise regulation met with the im- 
mediate approval of the milk consumers, and with the compli- 
ance of all the milk dealers. Only one instance has come to mv 
notice where the regulation has not been strictly observed, and 
this has been made the occasion for warning all the dealers that 
the rule must be observed to the letter, under penalty of prose- 
cution. 

Bv order of the Board of Health, an examination was made 
of the herd and dairy establishment of one out of town dealer. 
The cows were found in a healthy condition and the water 
supply above criticism, but it was found that the milk cans, bot- 
tles and dairy utensils were all washed in the kitchen of the 
dwelling house, where the family washing was also done. In 
the event of a contagious disease, such as scarlet fever, diphthe- 
ria, etc., existing in the household, the danger to the public of 
such an arrangement can be readily appreciated. But the in- 
stance in question is not exceptional, the majority of our dealers 
having no proper facilities for the cleansing and care of their 
utensils. 

The city of North Adams has a regulation which might 
well be adopted here, viz: That every licensed dairyman must 
have a special wash house for his dairy utensils detached alike 
from his barn and dwelling house, constructed in a way and 
supplied with water to meet the approval of the Board of 
Health. | 

Periodically samples of milk were taken and tested by the 
Babcock system, showing that most of the milk retailed is con- 
siderably above the standard required by law both for butter 
fats and total solids.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY SOLICITOR. 


City of Pittsfield, January 28, 1901. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the Ordinances of the 
City of Pittsfield I, herewith submit my report for the year 
1900. The office of City Solicitor has existed since the incor- 
poration of the City in 1891. Until the adoption of the General 
Ordinances in 1900, the City Solicitor was not required to make 
any report whatever, and this is the first report which has been 
made by that official. 

The General Ordinances of the City, Chapter 7, fix the 
duties of the City Solicitor. In brief, they are as follows :— 

1st. He alone shall act as the general adviser and solicitor 
of the City, except in special cases, in which the City Council 
may authorize or require him to secure the advice or services 
of such additional counsel as he may deem best. 

2d. To examine all titles to property, to draft all deeds, 
obligations, contracts, bonds, leases, convevances, agreements, 
and all other legal instruments of whatever nature which may 
be required by any ordinance or order of the City Council, or 
either branch thereof, or by any board elected by the City Coun- 
cil, or any branch thereof, to which the City, or its agents 
may be a partv, and all orders for the laving out, discontinu- 
ance, change or improvement of streets or ways, or for the tak- 
ing of lands for any municipal purposes whatsoever, or for the 
assessment of betterments, shall be submitted to his examina- 
tion before the same are passed. 

3d. To commence and prosecute all actions and ties 
legal proceedings begun bv the City or bv anv officer thereof, 
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and to defend all actions and suits brought against the City in 
any court or other tribunal of this Commonwealth, or of the 
United States. 

tl “To appear as counsel before the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth, or any Committee thereof, whenever the inter- 
est and welfare of the City may be directly or incidentally af- 
fected. 

5th. When required, furnish the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen or any member thereof, the Common Councú, or any 
member thereof, any joint or special committee of the Cit. Gov- 
ernment, any board elected by the City Council, or either branch 
thereof, any board appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen. or 
any officer of the City Government, who may need the same in 
the discharge of official duty, his legal opinion, upon anv sub- 
ject touching the duties of their respective offices. 

6th. To attend all meetings of the Committee on Claims. 

7th. He shall in all matters do every professional act inci- 
dent to the office which may be required of him bv the Citv 
Government, or by anv joint or special committee thereof, or 
by anv ordinance or order. 

A complete revision of the Citv Ordinances has been com- 
pleted during the past vear. and these ordinances are known as 
the General Ordinances of 1900. The work of revising the 
ordinances was commenced in the vear 1899, and completed last 
year, and they were approved by the Mayor on Mav 28th, 1900. 

This work was accomplished by a Special Committee ap- 
pointed bv order of the Citv Council, which committee consisted 
of the City Solicitor, and two members of the Board of Alder- 
men and two members of the Common Council. The revision 
of these ordinances involved a very large amount of labor, and 
it is believed that the work is so complete, that no revision of 
the ordinances will be required for several vears. 

During the past vear, the following cases in which tne 
Citv was interested, as a party, have been disposed of :— 

T. Joint petition of the Mavor and Aldermen of Pittsfield, 
and the Directors of the Boston and Albany Railroad Company, 
for the abolition of three grade crossings as follows :— Hubbard 
Avenue crossing, Jason Street crossing, and Gale’s Avenue 
crossing. 

2. Martin Kelly, Administrator of the estate of Patrick 
Kelly, against the Citv of Pittsfield. Tort for injuries which 
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resulted in the death of the intestate while in the employ of 
tte City. Case settled for $1350.00. 

3. Nancy B. Wellington against City of Pittsfield. Peti- 
tion for damages on account of taking of waters of Mill Brook. 
Verdict for the Petitioner for $1681.21. 

4. Oliver S. Hutchinson against City of Pittsfield. Peti- 
tion for damages on account of taking of waters of Mill Brook. 
Award for the Petitioner by referees, for $19,206.68, which 
sum included costs. 

5- Hopkins and Roberts against City of Pittsfield. Suit 
growing out of construction of High School Building. Award 
of Arbitrators for Plaintiffs, for $9,295.12. 

6. Charles Crosier against City of Pittsfield. Action of 
tort for damages caused by cess-pool at City Alms House. Set- 
Ued for $50.00. 

7. Edward P. Halpin against City of Pittsfield. Petition 
to enforce mechanic’s lien. Petitioner claimed lien on account 
of materials and labor in construction of Briggs School. Peti- 
tion dismissed. 

8. John J. Toohey against City of Pittsfield. Alleged in- 
jury to Plaintiff by reason of being struck bv falling bill board 
on North Street. Action not entered in court. 

All of the above cases were brought in the Superior Court, 
in this County. 

The following is a list of all cases pending against the City. 

I. Eugene H. Robbins vs. City of Pittsfield. Action for 
damages to property on West Street, for alleged injury caused 
by water. | 

2. Edward P. Halpin vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
contract, for work and labor in construction of Briggs School. 

3. Thomas H. Mallov vs. City of Pittsfield. Petition for 
damages alleged to have been caused by abolition of Jason 
Street crossing. 

4. Bridget Crystal vs. City of Pittsfield. Petition for 
damages on account of alleged injury to Petitioner's property 
by reason of laying out of Kent Avenue as a City way. 

All the above cases are now pending in the Superior Court, 
for this Countv. 

I have not deemed it of interest to enumerate in detail those 
tases and matters which have been disposed of in the Probate 
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Court, in the District Courts throughout the County, and before 
the Board of Countv Commissioners. 

Several legal questions, some of them of unusual difficulty, 
have been raised during the past vear. Some of these ques- 
tions have grown out of the action of the Citv with reference to 
its system of sewage disposal, and also bv reason of certain re- 
cent legislation applicable to and effecting the City, in common 
with other municipalities. 

The City Solicitor appeared before Committees of the 
Legislature in the year nineteen hundred, in the following mat- 
ters, and the statutes referred to were passed directly affecting 
the Citv. 

Chapter 163. “An act to authorize the City of Pittsfield to 
issue bonds to refund its outstanding notes and indebtedness.” 

Chapter 305. “An act to authorize the City of Pittsfield 
to incur additional indebtedness for the improvement of its 
water works." 

I deem it advisable for all City officials who may learn of 
any injuries to any persons or property upon any highway in 
the City, to immediately notify the Board of Public Works, of 
such injuries, so that the matter may be promptly investigated, 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not the City is 
liable for such injuries, and at the same time to prepare and pre- 
serve any evidence that may be obtained for future use. 

I would suggest to the City Council, that if they deem it 
necessary to ask the General Court for any legislation during 
the present session that such application should be made without 
delav, as the present session is so far advanced that it will be 
necessary to present petitions immediatelv, or they will fail of 
consideration. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge the efficient aid 
given to me by the other departments and officials of the City.
